I. when the king determined to ſend an army into 
Scotland againſt Robert Bruce, this young earl, with 
Edward prince of Wales, and as many other young bachelors, 
as made the whole number amount to two hundred and 
ſixty ſeven, were knighted at London, at the feaſt of 
Pentecoſt, Langtoft, * makes them three hundred, adding,

A Parliament being ordered to meet in the octaves of St. 
Hilary, at Carliſle, 35 Edw. I. he had ſummons to it, and 
afterwards attended the king in his expedition into Scotland, 
where that victorious monarch died. On a ſecond ſummons 
to meet at the ſame place, in lent following, he was excuſed 
from attendance, having the king's leave to be in Wales, 
as appears from an old M. S. of the Pleas .of Parliament, 


in the Archives of the Tower of London, quoted by 
Dugdale in his Summonſes to Parliament, * in which book, 
the reader may alſo find many ſummonſes of this kind, 
which the earl received at different times of his life, 


KING EDpwWARP II. going over into France, to marry the | 
French king's daughter, the carl of Warren helped to make up 
his retinue; and at Boulogne, January 31, 1308, by a 
ſpecial inſtrument under his ſeal, + he joined with Anthony. 
Beke biſhop of Durham, the earls of Lincoln and Pem- 
broke, the lords Tibetot, Gray, Botetourt, and Clifford, 
by which inſtrument, they engaged themſelves, to ſupport

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the honor and dignity of the king, with their lives and 
fortunes. 


Tur war with Robert Bruce till continuing, the earl of 
Warren, with the earls of Cornwall and Glouceſter, attended 
the king into Scotland, (the other earls on account of ſome 
public diſputes refuſing to go with him) but Robert de- 
clining the battle, they were obliged to return to Berwick ; 
and though they made a ſecond irruption into that kingdom, 
yet no great execution was done; wherefore precautions 
were taken to ſecure the borders, and detachments were ſent 
to different parts, to receive the inhabitants to the king's 
peace. Amongſt others, the earls of Warren and Glouceſter 
were ſent on this errand, into the foreſt of Selkirk, where 
they received the ſubmiſſion of the foreſters, and other in- 
habitants. This expedition I mention as ſomething remark- 
able, becauſe the earl had the ſame reaſon to refuſe to go 
with the king, as the reſt of the nobility had. He had 
been equally affronted by Piers de Gaveſton, the king's favo- 


rite, in 1309, at the tournament which the ſaid Piers had 


held near his caſtle of Walingford, whither he brought ſo 
many foreign men at arms, that (as ſeveral hiſtorians ob- 
ſerve) he greatly affronted, and abuſed the Engliſh lords, 
who came to that ſolemnity; and they were ſo offended 
at this, and other obnoxious parts of his conduct, that they 
entered into a common conſultation, for ſatisfaction and 

revenge; 
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- revenge; and the king taking his-part on all occaſions, laid 
the foundation of much uneaſineſs throughout the realm. 
The earl of Warren, however, ſeems in ſome meaſure to have 
_ ſecured the king's favor; for in the fourth year of his reign, 
he was again with the king in Scotland, and obtained from 
him a free grant of the caſtle and honor of Peak in Derby- 
ſhire, and the whole foreſt of High Peak, to hold during 
his life, in as full and ample manner as William Peverell 
antiently enjoyed the ſame, before it came to the kings 
of England hy efcheat. This was on account of the ſaid 
William's baving poiſoned: Randle (or Ranulph) earl of 
Cheſter, in 11 533 an act, which king Henry H. when he 
came to the 'throne, revenged, by ſeiſing this caſtles, and 
poſſeſſions. Leland in his Colleftanea was miſtaken, when 
Peverell's place in the Peak happening to be mentioned, 
he added by: way of note, Lole wither be mene not Kilpet, 

about: the quarters 'of Hereford Eft; for it was certainly 
intended for the Peak in Derbyſhire. William Peverell 
had ät given him by William the Conqueror, as is evident 

from Domeſday- book. a Have annexed a view of it in 
its demoliſhed ſtate, | 
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fore, when the great men had come to a reſolution, of clear- 
ing the realm of ſo dangerous a perſon as Piers de Gaveſton, 
he, 5 Edw. II. with the earl of Pembroke, Henry de Percy, 
Robert de Clifford, and others, beſieged him in the caſtle 
of Scardeburgh (now Scarborough); at which the king 
expreſſing great ſurprize, (none, as he alledged, but loyal 
perſons being therein) commanded them to raiſe the fiege, 
on forfeiture of life and eſtate ; but they, perſiſting in their 
deſign, on Aſcenſion-day (the king being then at Tinmouth) 
entered the town in an hoſtile manner, whereupon the next 
day the king took ſhip for Scardeburgh, and on his arrival 
there, commanded the ſoldiers to victual the place imme- 
diately, and protect the ſaid Piers, whilſt he himſelf went 
into Warwickſhire. After his departure, the lords returned 
to the ſiege, and the country befriending them, they wearied 
out the garriſon with continual alarms, and Piers ſeeing no 
ſuccour near, yielded himſelf, promiſing to ſtand to the 
judgment of the barons; but falling afterwards into the 


hands of the earl of Warwick, he had his head cut off 
without trial, | 


6 Epw. II. the earl of Warren obtained the king's charter 
for a weekly market, every Tueſday, at his manor of Reigate 
in Surrey; alſo for a market at his manor of Cukefeld, on the 
Monday, and a fair there yearly on the eve, day, and mor- 
row after the feaſt of the Holy Trinity. Likewiſe for a 


market 
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market every Tueſday at Dychening, and a fair yearly on 
the eve, day, and morrow after the feaſt of St. Margaret 
the Virgin. For a market every Thurſday at his manor 
of Brightelmeſton ; for a fair every year on the feaſt day of 
St. Laurence, at Hurſt ; for the like on Martinmafs- day at 
Weſtmeſton; and a third at Porteſlade, on the feaſt day of 
St. Nicholas, all in Suſſex. 


7 Epw. II. he, together with the earls of Lancaſter, War- 
wick, and Arundel, refuſed to attend the king in perſon, in 
his expedition to Scotland, becauſe he delayed to put in 
execution, the articles for redreſs of grievances, often peti- 
tioned for, and often granted; they ſent however what ſol- 
diers they were obliged to furniſh, as we learn from the life 
of this king, written by a monk of Malmeſbury, and pub- 
liſhed by Hearne.“ Thus he went with the king into Scot- 
land, when moſt of the nobility refuſed, and refuſed to go 
when moſt of them went. To the firſt he might be prompt- 
ed, on account of his alliance with the royal family ; but 
that reaſon was now in great meaſure removed, as will ap- 
pear by and by. 


9 Epw. II. the earl was excommunicated by the biſhop of 
Chicheſter, for adultery ; whereupon, ſais Stowe, he went 
to the biſhop with armed men, and four of theſe, more

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haſty than the reſt, threatened the biſhop, on which his men 


fell on them, and took the earl and the reſt, and impriſoned 
them. 


HAvrx no iſſue by his wife, he had for that, or ſome 
other reaſon, conceived a diſlike to her, and had cohabited 
with one Maud de Nerford, the daughter of a Norfolk 
knight, * who bore him children, and for this, probably at 
the inſtigation of his wife, the church took cognizance of 
him. In the Britiſh Muſeum, is a M.S. containing abſtracts 
from the regiſters of the archbiſhops of Canterbury, at Lam- 
beth, in which is the following : The clergy of Kent, &c. 
comend the cauſe of the countiſſe—The clargy of Norfolk write 
to the noble and brave erl of Surrey and Suſſex, diſcommending 
his diſordinate life in keepinge Dame Manwde de Nereforde againſt 
the lawe of God, and the ordre of haly church, puttinge from 
him his deare wife. The earl finding that he could not have 
both a wife and concubine, was determined, if he could, 
to be without the former, and therefore, partly on the pre- 
tence of a prior contract made with this Maud de Nerford, 
and partly becauſe Joan de Barr and he were too nearly re-

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lated, he ſued for a divorce; accordingly, amongſt the 
Records of the Tower, I find, Johannes de Warren comes Sur- 
rie habet licentiam perſequendi divorcium verſus Fohannam de 
Baars coram certis perſonts ecclefiaſticis ad id delegatis.* In the 


above-mentioned abſtracts is the following entry: 1315 


21 Maye, a motion of divorſe betwixt Dame Joanne de Baars, 
vel Barre, the kinge's cooſen, and her lord Fobn erl of Surrey, 
enforced by Maud de Nereforde againſt the erle for nerenes of 
Blood, &c. This did Dame Mawde de Nereforde follow againſt 
F erl and countiſſe. 


As the above divorce was ſued for, (amongſt other pre- 
tended reaſons) on account of a former contract with Maud 
de Nerford, it was neceſſary that the ſaid Maud ſhould libel 
againſt Joan de Barr; and accordingly ſhe did fo and as it 
happened, the ſaid Joan (being the king's relation, and re- 
ſiding at court) was cited in the king's palace at Weſt- 
minſter; it was, the&fore, on full examination of the cauſe,

THis divorce, being agreeable to both parties, took place, 
and the earl ſettled on the ſaid Joan 740 marks per annum, 
for life; after which ſhe ſtayed in England till the 19 Edw. III. 
when obtaining protection for all her lands in England, 
which were aſſigned for her ſupport, with the ſtock there- 
upon, for the better defence, and ſafe- guard of them in her 
abſence, ſhe went beyond ſea, on ſpecial employment for the 
king.“ 26 Edw. III. ſhe had licence there to continue, till 
the 15th of St. Michael that year; after which I know no- 
thing more of her, than that the regiſter book of Lewes tells 


us, that ſhe died in 1361, and was buried abroad. 


Tu earl having ſettled matters with his late wife, and 
having no lawful iſſue, he was at liberty to diſpoſe of the 
reſt of his eſtate as he thought fit, and knowing that it would 
not deſcend to his unlawful children, except it was eſtated 
in truſt, he gave by ſpecial grant the inheritance of all his 
lands, to the king and his heirs, with intent to have a re- 
grant to his unlawful ifſue in tail. The form of the faid

FRoM the above it appears, that the earl meant to ſettle 
all his. eſtate, on the north ſide of Trent, on Maud de Ner- 
ford, and the male ifſue he had by her; and out of the reſt 
of his eſtate, to provide for his fiſter Alice, for we find in 
Dugaale's Baronage,* that Thomas Fitz Alan earl of Arundel, 
a deſcendant of Edmund Fitz Alan, who married the ſaid 
Alice, died ſeiſed of the caſtle and manor of Caſtle Acre, the

© A.8xAL of this Alice, holding in her right hand, a ſhield 
having her father's arms, on account of the greatneſs of 
her family,* and in her left, another, containing thoſe of 
her huſband, and having her kirtle, or under garment, entire- 
ly compoſed. of checks, is furniſhed from the Aſpilogia of 
John-Charles Brooke, Eſq. Somerſet Herald, in plate of 
ſeals: (3.) No. 49. This ſeal was probably not uſed by the 
counteſs till after her brother's death. In the ſame plate 
No. 47, from the ſame collection, is a ſeal of Richard earl 
of Arundel, quartering Warren, with Fitz Alan, and two 
ſeals of the family of Warren, No. 50 and 51, but to ,what 
charters they were appendant, is uncertain, The creſt of the 
above earl Richard, on this ſeal, being a demi-griffin diſ- 
played out of a ducal coronet, and the two oriffins ſupport- 
ing, differ from what the earls of Arundel uſed in after times, 
viz. horſes with ſprigs of oak in their mouths, which as 
earl of Arundel, the preſent duke of Norfolk bears on the 
finiſter ſide, and which are plentifully beſprinkled on the 
tombs, and other ornaments, in Arundel church in Suſſex. 


- In a window, in the chancel of Arundel church, were 
formerly the figures of Richard Fitz Alan earl of Arundel

and Surrey; and Eleanor Plantagenet his wife, daughter of 


Henry earl of Lancaſter, here engraved from the Monumenta 


Vetuſta Regalia, collected by John-Charles Brooke, Eſq. 
Over his head, and on his tabard, are quartered the arms of 
Fitz Alan and Warren, the laſt born by the family, on ac- 
count of Edmund's match with the above Alice. Eleanor 
is repreſented with the royal arms of England, with a label 
over her head, and on her under garment, as being daughter 
of Henry Plantagenet earl of Lancaſter ; on her upper, Fitz 
Alan and Warren. The reader may ſee a device of the rich 
coronet on Richard's head, in Oy Baronage, tom.

10 Epw. II. the carl of Warren was in another expedition 
to Scotland; and the year following, viz. on Monday before 
Aſcenſion- day 1317, Alice de Lacy, wife of Thomas earl of 
Lancaſter, being at Canford in Dorſetſhire, (a ſeat belong- 
ing to her huſband) was violently taken from thence (as we 
are told by Walſingham) by a knight belonging to the carl 
of Warren, many others being concerned in the confpiracy, 


and, as it was ſaid, the king himſelf being privy to it. She 
was carried in great triumph,  in- contempt of the earl her 


huſband, to the ſaid carl of Warren, who then was at his caſtle 
of Reigate in Surrey; but in their * dec the hedges 
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and woods, between Haulton and Farnham, her conductors 
ſeeing certain ſtreamers, and banners, ſuppoſed, the earl of 
Lancaſter (or ſome power ſent by. him); was coming to 
her reſcue, and therefore they fled, leaving her alone; but 
afterwards diſcovering that they were only ſome prieſts, 
and others, going in proceſhon. round the fields, (probably 
to mark out ſome boundary) they returned, and with them 
a perſon of very low ſtature, lame, and deformed, called 
Richard St. Martin, who challenged her for his wife, con- 
fidently affirming that he had carnally known her, before 
ſhe was married to the earl, which ſhe did not deny. On 
this, the ſaid Richard St. Martin, having got the counteſs 
in his power, and being ſtrongly ſeconded, preſumed, in 
right of his pretended wife, to make claim to the earldoms 
of Lincoln, and Saliſbury, but without effect. This affair 
occaſioned a divorce between the earl of Lancaſter, and his 
counteſs; and the earl, in a ſpirit of revenge, demoliſhed 
the caſtle of Sandal near Wakefield, belonging to the earl 
of Warren, waſting his manors on the north ſide of Trent. 
The caſtle of Sandal, is ſaid to have been built by this John 
earl of Warren, in the reign of Edward II. Now if this be 
true, it muſt have been demoliſhed immediately after its 
erection; but perhaps it is only meant, that the earl re-edified 
it after its demolition. It is certain that it was not ſuffered 
to remain in ruins, for in the reign of Henry VI. the duke 
of York lay there, before he was flain in the battle of 
— Fx; Wakefield; 
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Wakefield; and it ſeems to have been of ſome note in the 
reign of Richard III. as the following mention of it is made 
in that reign in a M. S. in the poſſeſſion of - John- Charles 
Brooke, Eſq. Somerfet Herald. John Woodrove, receiver 
of Wakefield, had a warrant by privy-ſeal, for an allowance 
of ſuch ſums of money, as he ſhould employ in making a 
totore of new, in the caſtle of Samerhall or Sandal, dated 
3 June, 2 Rich. III.— The faid John Woodrove had alſo. a 
warrant dated the ſame month, granting him a ton of wine 
yearly, for the uſe of the faid caſtle.—On the 2oth of July 
following, the king being then at York, he aſſigned the 
manors of Ulverſtone and Thirnom in Lancaſhire, amongſt 
others, in ſupport of the expences of his houſehold, ap- 
pointed to be holden at the caſtle of Sandal. On the 15th 
of October following, orders were given for building a bake- 
houſe, and brewhouſe within Sandal caſtle, by the advice 
of John Delapole earl of Lincoln, and others the king's 
council lying therein,—From all which it is probable, that 
Richard III. ſometime reſided here, after his acceſſion to the 
throne. 45 | 


Ix the reign of Henry VIII. Leland in his Tinerury makes 
this mention of it. At the eft ende of this village (Sandal) ir 
a praty caſtelet on an hilling ground, with a diche aboutę it;

In the reign of James I. Sandal caſtle, and the park ad- 
joining, belonged to Sir Richard Beaumont of Whitley- 
Beaumont in Yorkſhire, Bart. who dying without iſſue, 
left by his will, dated November 30, 1630, the faid caſtle 
and park, to his couſin Thomas Beaumont, in order, as he 
expreſſes it, that he might have a little veniſon therefrom, 
to refreſh his friends with at Whitley, when they came to 
ſee him. The ſaid Sir Thomas Beaumont (for he was after- 
wards knighted) after the reſtoration, conveyed the faid park 
and caſtle of Sandal, being then in ruins, (as the deed ex- 
preſſes) to the family of Nevile of Chevet, who held it till 
of late years, when Ann daughter and heireſs of John Nevile 
of Chevet, Eſq. with her huſband Harriſon Pilkington, Eſq. 
Joined in a conveyance of that, and all her eſtate, to his 
brother Sir Lionel Pilkington of Stanley, Bart. whoſe next 
brother, and heir, Sir Michael Pilkington, Bart. is the pre- 
ſent poſſeſſor. 


A view of the ruins of this caſtle was engrayed by Buck. 
110 THE 
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Tux author of Magna Britannia“ ſais, that Fohn earl 
Warren, whoſe mind was never at liberty from the ſlavery of his 
luft, built the caſtle of Sandal, to carry on bis adulterous defign; 
for being too familiar with Alice the wife of Thomas earl of Lan- 
caſter, he purpoſed to keep her there ſecurely from her huſband. 
But I ſuſpect that this writer had not ſufficient authority for 
this aſſertion. The earl ſeems to have joined in the above 
conſpiracy, not on his own account, but that of Richard 
St. Martin, who probably, in the earl's opinion, had a right 
to the ſaid Alice, notwithſtanding her marriage with the 
earl of Lancaſter ; if the faid Richard had been without any 
plea of this ſort, he would hardly have tried, in the king's 
courts, to obtain the earldoms of Lincoln, and Saliſbury. 
It was perhaps to ſtrengthen this plea, whatever it was, that 
the ſaid Richard contrived to marry her, ſoon after he got 
her in poſſeſſion. Milles+ calls her on that account, à very 
unconftant, and laſciuiaus woman, as one who very diſhaneſtly, 
in the life of the earl ber huſband, was married unto one Richard 
de San-Martin, knight. 


BE SID ES, it is not likely, that the earl ſhould have built 
a caſtle at Sandal, for the purpoſe of keeping this Alice from 
her huſband ; he had places in his poſſeſſion, more fit for the 
purpoſe, in the ſouthern- parts of the kingdom, where her

huſband 
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huſband could not ſo readily have : recovered her, as in the 
neighborhood of Pontefract, . where the earl of Lancaſter 
had a very ſtrong caſtle, and garriſon. Had the counteſs 


of Lancaſter been kept in Sandal caſtle, ſhe had fallen into 


her huſband's hands when he took it, but the contrary is 


evident, therefore this caſtle was built on ſome other 
account. 


SIR PETER LEYCESTER® thinks, there is great impro- 
bability in the above ſtory of Walſingham, for which opinion 


he quotes Camden, who, in his account of Lincolnſhire has 


told us, out of the chartulary of Stanlaw abbey, that the 
above Alice was i contracted to Thomas earl of Lancaſter, 


when ſhe was but nine years old. Richard de St. Martin 


then, according to the above ſtory, muſt have lain with her 
before that time, which is not probable ; nor does he think 
it likely, that Eubulo lord Strange of Knocking wauld after- 
wards have married her, as he did, had ſuch a relation been 
true. And yet there was either this, or ſome other great 
diſagreement, between the earls of Warren and Lancaſter ; 
for in the indenture of agreement between the king, the earl 
of Lancaſter, and other great men of the realm, dated Au- 


guſt 9, 12 Edw. II. the ſaid earl of Lancaſter agreed, that 


he would make acquittances, to all who on the behalf of 
the king ſhould demand them, of treſpaſſes done to his

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perſon, and that he would bring no ſuit of felony againſt 
any one, from the time they had his letters, Sauve au Counte 
de Lancaſtre totes les quereles, accions, & ſutes quil ad vers le

& aidannts as felonies & treſpas que le dit Counte de Garenne

Lamzard in his Dictionary, + gives this account of the 
above affair: In the tyme of kinge Edw. IT. the earl of Warren 
that then was, violently raviſhed one Alice, the wife to the earle 
I Lancaſter, and caryed her to his caſtle of Reigate in Surrey: 
whearat the earle of Lancaſter takinge juſt offence, ſpared no 
meanes that might woorke his ſpedy revenge: forthwith, ther- 
fore, he entered into his caſtles of Sandal and Wakefeldt. in 
Yorkſhyre, and befides ſo diſtourbed him by the ayde of his friendes 
in the reſidue of his poſſeſſions, that the earle of Warrein was 
in thend contented, partly to cover his fault, and partly to 
recover the reſt of his lyvinge, to gyve him frely all his landes 
beyond the ryver of Trent. Thus payed be for his pleaſure, and 
was taught the leſſon, nocet empta dolore voluptas. 


So far is certain, that 12 Edw. II. the earl of Lancaſter 
obtained, by virtue of a licence from the king, a grant from 
the earl of Warren, of the . manor of Wakefeld, for the

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natural life of the ſaid earl of Warren; which grant, as Maud 
de Nerford was then living, could not have been made of 
longer duration. The Monk of Malmeſbury, in his Lyfe of 
Edward IT.* has miſtaken the nature of this grant, when 
he ſais, Inter comitem Lancaſtriæ, & comitem de Warenna 
facta eft concordia per excambium quarundem terrarum, quas 
autem comes imperpetuum poſſidebit hereditate ; for the agree- 
ment did not extend beyond the lives of the parties.

Tux above account by Lambard, makes the earl of War- 
ren's caſe worſe than it really was; for he did not give up his 
northern manors entirely without conſideration, as appears 
from the inquiſition taken after his death, which informs 
us, that he died in poſſeſſion of the manors of Caneford, 
and Slapwike in Dorſetſhire, for term of life, with re- 
mainder to Thomas earl of Lancaſter, and his heirs. Theſe 
were of the inheritance of the counteſs Alice, and it is plain, 
that the earl of Lancaſter gave them up in exchange. There 
is no doubt indeed, as the earl of Lancaſter was the injured 
party, and had almoſt the whole government of the realm

II. the earl of Warren was charged with two 
hundred foot ſoldiers, for his lands of Bromfeld and Yale, 
to be ſent into Scotland for the king's ſervice. This year 
the king went to Northampton, with a great company of 
armed men, expecting the nables to meet him there, which 
they did, with ſo many forces, that they ſeemed rather 
to be going to war, than to a parliament. Amongſt theſe 
was the earl of Warren, as we are told by the Monk of

15 Epw. II. the king being at Cirenceſter, the earl of 
Warren, with other great lords, went thither to join their 
powers with his; theſe marching together northwards, de- 
feated the earl of Lancaſter, and the barons who adhered to 
him, near Burton upon Trent. Before this battle, the king, 

on 
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on deliberate advice how to paſs the river Trent, ordered the 
earl of Warren, with certarn armed men (as we are told by 
Holinſhed) to go over. by a bridge, three miles from Burton, 
that he might come upon the backs of the enemies, as they 
were fighting with thoſe who aſſailed them in front; which 
he effected, and therefore, had a principal hand in that diſ- 
comfiture. After this, the king marched to Tutbury caſtle 
in Staffordſhire, where he ſealed a commiſſion, bearing date 
there March 11th, 15 Edw. II. to Edmund earl of Kent, 
and John de Warren earl of Surrey, requiring them forthwith 
to purſue and arreſt the earl of Lancaſter, and all his party, 
and to beſiege and take his caſtle of Pontefract. Here it 
was, that the carl took refuge after his defeat, and here it 
was, determined in a council of war, on account of their 
late loſs, and their being diſappointed by Robert de Hol- 
land, (afterwards lord Holland) whom the earl had ſent to 
raiſe his tenants in Lancaſhire, to retire to the caſtle of Dun- 
ſtanburgh in Northumberland, and there to remain till they 
could purchaſe the king's pardon ; but being oppoſed at 
Burrough- bridge, by Sir Andrew de Harcley,* (afterwards 
earl of Carliſle) with the militia of the counties of Cumber- 
land and Weſtmoreland, they were again defeated on the 
16th of March, and the earl of Lancaſter and others made 


priſoners. March 21ſt came Sir Andrew with his priſoners 
to Pontefract, the caſtle of which had been yielded to the

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king; and in that part of the ſaid caſtle, called the Hall, 
he was arraigned before the king, in the preſence of the 
earl of Warren, and ſeveral other barons, where he had 
ſentence to loſe his head, which immediately was put in 
execution, oh the Monday next preceding 'the annunciation 
of the Virgin Mary ; as we learn from the following patent, 
16 Edw.

AFTER his death, Henry Plantagenet being found heir 
to his brother, and an act being made for reverſing the earl's 
attainder, king Edward III, in the firſt year of his reign, 
taking the homage of the ſaid Henry, commanded his 
eſcheator north of T'rent, not to meddle with the caſtles of 
Sandal and Coningſburgh, or any of the manors of Wake- 
feld, Thorne, Soureby, Hatfeld, and Stanford, to which 
John earl of Warren laid claim, thoſe being by conſent of 
both parties to remain in the king's hands, to be delivered 
to the ſaid Henry; yet notwithſtanding, the earl of Warren 


had poſſeſſion given him of all theſe manors, &c. which 
he enjoyed till his death.

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King EDwARD holding a parliament at York, this 15th 
year of his reign, when Andrew de Harcley (or Harcla) was 
made earl of Carliſle, we learn from Leland's Collectanca, * 
that the earl of Warren was one of the barons who attended 
there. 


Ix an original M. S. on vellum, in the library of Thomas 
Aſtle, Eſq. containing the accounts of the expences civil 
and military of king Edward II. under the title of money 
paid to divers earls, - barons, knights, and others for the

II. he was made captain general conductor of the 
forces which were ſent into Gaſcoign, to the earl of Kent, 
then lieutenant of that dutchy. Theſe were ordered to 
aſſemble at Portſmouth for embarkation, in the time of 
lent; and it ſeems from the Monk of Malmeſbury, * that 
this expedition was not agreeable to thoſe concerned in it; 
for he ſais that the earl of Warren, and others of the nobility, 
went on ſhip-board, non audentes re/ſtere. | 


20 Epw. II. it was ordained by common decree, that he 
ſhould be one of the witneſſes to that king's reſignation of 
his crown, and kingdom, to his eldeſt ſon prince Edward ;

1 Epw. III. he was in the expedition againſt the Scots, 
when that people avoided the battle, by decamping ſuddenly 


in the night, from a place near Stanhope-park, in the 
biſhopric of Durham. 


AvcusT gth, 2 Edw. III. he was with the king at York, 
being then and there a witneſs with the archbiſhop of York, 
H. biſhop of Lincoln the chancellor, Thomas biſhop of 
Hereford the treaſurer, Roger de Mortimer, Henry de 
Percy, and others, to a royal grant of free warren to John 
de Orreby, in his demain lands of Hatherton, and Staple- 
ford in Cheſhire, and Dalby in Lincolnſhire. 


5 Epw. III. he obtained a new grant for a fair at Wakefield, 
as appears from the original in the Tower of London, 


7 Epw. III. he was in the royal army, when the Scots 
were totally defeated at the battle of Halidown and ſoon 
after, the Scots riſing againſt Edward Baliol their king, 
becauſe he had done homage to the king of England for 
that realm, the earl of Warren aſſiſted Baliol in waſting a 
great part of the country; and merited ſo well of him for

the many eminent ſervices he had done, the charges he had 
ſuſtained in that war, and being a relation into the bargain, 
that he gave him, with the conſent of the nobles then 
with him, the earldom of Stratherne, forfeited by the 
rebellion of Malifius earl of that county; though Dugdale* ' 
tells us, that afterwards, at the ſolicitation of the friends of 
Malifius, great endeavors were uſed for revocation: of that 
judgment, and forfeiture; adding, that king Edward (of 
England) had, by his letters to king Baliol, defired him 
that the buſineſs might be publicly diſcuſſed by his nobles, 
and faithful peers of the realm; and not by ſuch, whoſe 
fidelity might be called in queſtion, He had alſo written to 
Henry lord Beaumont, one of Baliol's chief council, re- 
quiring him to uſe his utmoſt intereſt, for preventing any 
ſudden determination in that buſinefs, conſidering of what 
ill example it would be, as alſo of peril to himſelf, and 


others, in the like caſe. This title the earl of Warren en- 
joyed to his death. + 


Anour this time, the earl gave leave to the diſcontented 
ſcholars, who had retired from Oxford, to ſtudy at Stanford, 
as appears by their petition to the king, to be ſeen in Pec#'s 
Annals, f where they tell him, it was by permiſſion of the 
noble man John earl of Warren; but he wanted either in- 
tereſt, or inclination, to-eſtabliſh them there, for they were 
afterwards obliged to remove.

others entering Scotland at Barwick, whilſt-the king did the 
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Tuts earl is ſuppoſed to have built the additional tower, 
or caſtle gateway at Lewes, which is here engraved. It is 
apparently of different, and more modern architecture than 
the reſt of the fortifications, and in the ſtile of thoſe built 
about the time of Edward III. which opinion is corroborated 
by a foreign gold floren, found by the workmen, . amongſt 


the foundation ſtones. Probably it was built 8 Edw. III. 


or ſoon after, for in that year, the crown granted a murage 
for five years, to the men of Lewes, of certain duties or 
cuſtoms, to be by them taken of certain goods, wares, 
merchandizes, &ec, there coming for ſale, in aid of incloſing 
their town. It is not unlikely that the earl would think of 
adding this ſtrength to his caſtle, when the burgeſſes were 
repairing their town walls. About ſixty eight yeats before 
this, viz. 50 Hen. III. the like murage duty had been 


| granted to the men of Lewes, for. three years, at the in- 


ſtance of his grandfather John earl of Warren, in aid of 


incloſing their town, and for the ſecurity and defence thereof, 
and the parts adjacent, and for the repair of the walls of the 


ſame town. x 

Cf Evpw, III. he was with the king, when he made an 
attack upon Scotland both by ſea and land, and carried his 
victorious arms a8 far as the northern ocean; this earl and 


ſame at Carliſle.

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King EpwarD having made a demand of the crown of 
France, two cardinals were ſent by the pope, to treat for a 
peace between the two kings, theſe ambaſſadors were re- 
ceived a mile out of the city of London about Martinmaſs 
1337, by the earl of Warren, and the duke of Cornwall. 


Maxrca 16th, 11 Edw. III. he was witneſs at Weſt- 
minſter to the deed of creation of Hugh de Audley, made 
earl of Glouceſter.* The ſame year, ſais Dugdale, William 
| Montacute earl of Saliſbury, obtained a grant in reverſion, 
after the death of this earl of Warren, and Joan his wife, of 
the manors of Tatbrugge, Wynterborne, Ambreſbury, and 
Aldbourne in Wiltſhire, Caneford in Dorſetſhire, Heng- 

ſtrugge and Cherleton in Somerſetſhire, formerly part of the 
poſſeſſions of Henry de Lacy earl of Lincoln. In the ſame 
year likewiſe, William de Bohun earl of Northampton, ob- 
tained (inter alia) of the king, the reverſions of the manors, 
and towns of Staunford, and Grantham in Lincolnſhire. 


CoLiins in his Peerage, || informs us, that Sir Robert de 
Harley was named 12 Edw. III. in the commiſſion, with 
others, to march fifty archers, and fifty pikemen to Ipſwich, 
being the quota which John de Warren earl of Surrey, as

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lord of Bromfield and Yale, was to furniſh for the king's 
ſervice. And by another commiſſion, he was one of thoſe 
conſtituted by the king to muſter thoſe forces, to ſee that 
they were well cloathed all in a livery, and well armed. 


Hz was one of the perſons bound for the performance of 
a contract, on the part of the king of England, dated at 
Bruſſels in 1339, 13 Edw. III. relating to the intended 
marriage of the Black Prince, with the lady Margaret daughter 
of the duke of Brabant, * The ſame year, he was conſtituted 
the chief perſon for arraying all the men at arms in Surrey, 
and Suſſex, and for cuſtody of the ſea coaſts, 


16 Epw. III. the king, amongſt other letters to ſeveral of 
his nobility, ſent to this earl to provide forty men at arms, 
and an hundred archers, for his ſervice in France, requeſting 
him to be at London in perſon, on the octaves of St. Hilary, 
there to treat, and agree with his council, touching the 


wages for thoſe ſoldiers, in that expedition. 


SzLvew in his Titles of Honor, + after ſaying that ſome 
carls, who had regal juriſdiction in their territories, beſide 
thoſe who are commonly known by the title of Palatin, 
have been ſtiled ſo with us, adds, from the like reaſon perhaps

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did John earl of Warren and Surrey under Edward III. ile 
himſelf Comes Palatii, which title, in thoſe fyllables, I never 
ſaw elſewhere attributed to any of our earls. I find it on his ſeal 
annexed to a conveyance of the caſile and town of Reygate, of 
Dorking, and Bechefworth in Surrey, of the caſtle and town of 
Lewes, of Cokefeld, Cleyton, and divers other manors in Suſſex, 
and in Wales, made to the king in fee. But whether it were 
uſed by him with relation to his earldom of Strathern in Scot- 
land, or to that of Surrey, I cannot clearly judge. The firſt 
part of the ſeal that remains {for it is broken) hath him- 
elf armed on horſeback, and is circumſcribed with SIGIL- 
LVM JOHANNIS COMITIS WARRENIE ET SVRR 
=== The part of the reverſe that remains hath him fitting 
on a throne of juſtice, and is circumſcribed with --- MI- 
TIS WARRENIE ET STRATHERNIE ET COMI- 
TIS PALACII. This writer however was miſtaken, when 
he thought that no other Engliſh earl had the title of Comes 
Palatii, beſides the earl of Warren, for Matthew Paris 
under the year 1236, deſcribing the ceremony at the nuptials 
of king Henry III. fais, the earl of Cheſter carried the ſword . 
of St. Edward before the king, in fgnum quod gt Comes 
Palatii, But the queſtion is, how this expreſſion is to be 
underſtood. In Selden's Notes on the eleventh Book of Dray- 
ton's Polyalbion, it is obſerved, that in ancient time, under 
the emperors of declining Rome, the title of Count Palatine 
extended only to him who had care of the houſehold, and

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imperial revenue. In after times they were called Countes 
de Palais, to whom ſovereign princes delegated tha power 
of governing particular provinces; and thus it was in Eng- 
land in a few inſtances; but where that was the caſe, the 
term uſed was Comes Palatinus, not Comes Palatii; this latter 
(though they were both originally the ſame) ſeems to have. 
meant ſome office or place, which great men held in the. 
king's palace, either by election, or of ancient right. That 
of the earl of Cheſter, was evidently being ſword bearer, or 
as Matthew Paris has expreſſed it, Comite Ceſtrie gladium 
S. Edwardi, qui Curtein dicitur, ante Regem bajulante, in 
ſignum quod Comes eſt Palatii, & Regem /i oberret habeat 


de jure poteſtatem cobibendi; ſuo fibi, ſcilicet Ceſtrenſi, Con- 


flabulario miniſtrante, & wirga populum (cum ſe inordinate 
ingereret ſubtrabente. 


Tur laſt-mentioned conveyance was dated at Canford 
1ſt April, 20 Edw. III. and Dugdale“ ſais from Glover's Col- 
lections, that by indenture bearing date 20 May, 20 Edw. III. 
this earl ſettled upon Maud de Nerford, for term of her life, 
the caſtles, towns, and manors of Coningſburgh, and San- 
dale, with the manors of Wakefield, Haitfield, Soureby, 
Braithwell, Fiſhlake, Dewſbury, and Halifax, and after her 
deceaſe, upon John and Thomas, (his ſons by her) and the 
heirs males of their bodies, with remainder to his right heirs.

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To which indenture his ſeal was affixed; whereupon, on the 
one fide is expreſſed his effigies in a gown, and fitting in a 
chair, holding an hawk in his left hand, with this circum- 
ſcription, SIGILLVM IOHANNIS COMITIS WAREN- 
NIE ET STRATHERNIE ET COMITIS PALACII. 
And on the other ſide, on horſeback, with his ſword in his 
right hand, and in his left his ſhield of arms, with this 
circumſcription, SI GILLVM TIOHANNIS COMITIS 
WARRENNIE ET SVRREYE DOMINI DE BROM- 
FELD ET YALE. Now if this was really what Glover 
has repreſented it to be, it is difficult to gueſs at the reaſon 
why it was made, becauſe after the king's regrant at Lincoln, 
4th Auguſt, 10 Edw. II. ſuch a deed was abſolutely needleſs. 
I am rather inclined to believe, that what the earl is ſaid 
to have. ſettled on Maud and her ſons, was only a reciting 
clauſe from the deed of 10 Edw. II. above given, for there 
is all the reaſon in the world to believe, that the ſons of 
Maud de Nerford were at that time dead. Dugdale* ſais, 
that 21 Edw. III. Edmund de Langley (being then but 
ſix years of age) had a grant from the king his father, in 
ſpecial tail, of all the caſtles, manors, and lands beyond 
Trent, formerly belonging to John de Warren, late earl of 
Surrey, but in regard of his minority, queen Philippa his 
mother received the profits of them, for the maintenance 
and education of him, and other her younger children. This

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was immediately after the earl's death, but had the ſons of 
Maud de Nerford been at that time living, they would in 
conſequence of this, and the other above recited deed of 
10 Edw. II. have entered into the poſſeſſion of ſuch premiſes, 
as were ſettled upon them at their mother's death ; but 
that they did not, is plain from the above ſettlement on 
Edmund de Langley,* together with what we meet with 
in the Baronage,F that the ſaid Edmund de Langley died 
3 Hen. IV. ſeiſed (inter alia) of the manors of Coningſburgh, 
Sandal, Haitfeld, Thorne, Fiſhlake, Holme-Frithe, and 
Souerby ; likewiſe of the manor, and lordſhip of Wakefeld, 


all in Yorkſhire; and ſeveral of his deſcendants poſſeſſed 
the ſame. 


I w1LL juſt add the following ſhort deed, from the origi- 
nal in the hands of Francis-Ferrand Foljambe of Aldwarke, 


Eſq. to prove that Edmund de Langley did really poſſeſs theſe 
eſtates.

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Tua the ſons of Maud were dead at the time of the earl's 
deceaſe, is very probable, from the ſaid earl's laſt will and 
teſtament, wherein there is not the leaſt mention of either of 
them, though he names three illegitimate daughters by the 
ſaid Maud, But a M. S. in my poſſeſſion, entitled Notes and 
Obſervations gathered from ſundry records touching the eſtate 
of the manor of Sowerby, and the original of the copybolders 
within the ſaid manor, and of their cuſtoms, and tenures, ſais 
expreſſly, that he laſt earl Warren died 21 Edw. III. having no 
i ue male then living by Maud de Nerford—that ſhe ſurvived 
him, and held the manor of Sowerby till about 3x Edw. III. 
and that after her death, the king granted the ſaid manor to 
Edmund de Langley. Another M. S. belonging to his grace 
the duke of Leeds, the preſent owner of the manor of Hali- 
fax, ſais that Maud de Nerford ſurvived the earl, living 
till 1359—that her tuo ſons Fohn and Thomas died before her 
without ifſue—that at her deceaſe the manor came to the 
crown ; and that after her death, king Edward III. in 1362, 
created Edmund de Langley earl of Cambridge, and gave 
him in augmentation of his revenues, all the caſtles, manors, 


and lands beyond the Trent, formerly belonging to the earl 
of Warren. 


IT ſeems evident then, that the ſons of the earl of Warren 
by Maud de Nerford, were not alive at the time of their 
father's death, and therefore that either the deed mentioned 


by 
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by Dugdale of the 20 May, 20 Edw. III. muſt have been 
different from what it is repreſented to be, or they muſt have 
died between that date and June 30, 1347, 21 Edw. III. 
when the earl himſelf departed this life. The former from 
every circumſtance is more probable. It is likely that even 
Maud de Nerford was alſo dead when that deed was executed. 
I have not indeed ſeen this aſſerted in any record; but neither 
is the contrary affirmed, except in the two Mſs. above quoted, 
which yet cannot in this inſtance be true; firſt, becauſe they 
contradict each other, one making her to die about 
31 Edw. III. the other in 1359, which was about the 
33 Edw. III. ſecondly, becauſe in the Harleian M.S. in 
the Britiſh Muſeum, No. 797, being collections relating 
to Morley Hundred, written chiefly by Mr. Jennings, under 
the article of Halifax, is an abſtract of a court roll, wherein is 
mentioned the court of the counteſs, held there Jan, 3o, 
33 Edw. III. which muſt be one of the earl's wives, not 
his concubine, becauſe of the title. If it was Joan de Barr, 
there is this to be ſaid, that ſhe died in 1361, immediately 
before Edmund de Langley came into actual poſſeſſion of 
theſe eſtates; but this circumſtance, how probable ſoever 
it may ſeem, is a good deal weakened, by conſidering that 
Edmund de Langley happened at that time to come of age, 
and that Joan de Barr, when ſhe was ſeparated from her 
huſband, accepted of an annual penſion of 740 marks, for 
life, which muſt, no doubt, be in lieu of all other claims ; 


and 
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and if ſo, though ſhe ſurvived the ear], ſhe could not be 
lady of the manor of Halifax; no one therefore is left for 
it but Iſabel de Houland, whom, as appears from the agree- 
ment mentioned below, he married ; but it is not likely he 
would have married at all, had Maud de Nerford, with 


whom he had ſo long cohabited, and by whom he had fo 
many children, been living. 


Wx ſee then, that the above manuſcripts ſuppoſe, that 
the earl of Warren married Maud de Nerford, and that ſhe 
ſurvived him, both which appear to be falſe. In particular, 
had Maud been living at his death, ſhe would have enjoyed 
the manors of Coningſburgh, Wakefield, Halifax, &c. for 


life; but they were never in her poſſeſſion, therefore ſhe 
died before him, 


ANp ſoon after her death, the earl 

\ ſeems to have married Iſabel de Hou- 
land, whoſe family bore argent tuo bars, 
and in chief three lions rampant ſable. 
This death of Maud, and his ſecond 
. Warren — Houland. marriage, would make a great alteration 

in the earl's affairs; previous therefore to the marriage, I 
conclude, that the king was prevailed upon, to ſecure to the 
ſaid Iſabel, what before had been ſettled upon Maud. This 
is certain, that after the carl's death, Iſabel had poſſeſſion of 
the 
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the above manors, which without ſuch a conceſſion from 
the crown ſhe could not have had. 


IMMEDIATELY after the earl's marriage, we find in Dug- 
dale's Baronage, * that an indenture was made between the 
king and him, dated at Chautune, June ad, 20 Edw. III. 
wherein it was agreed, that the king ſhould thenceforth pro- 
tect and defend him, againſt all perſons whatſoever, natives 
or ſtrangers, in all quarrels, and cauſes, which might in 
reaſon concern him ; as alſo that he ſhould ſupport him in 


the peaceable poſſeſſion of all his lands, whereof he was at 


that time ſeiſed, either in England or Wales; and that if 
God ſhould pleaſe to ſend him an heir, by Iſabel de Houland 
then his wife, ſhould the ſame heir be male or female, it 
ſhould be joined in marriage to ſome one of the blood royal, 
whom the king ſhould think fitteſt ; ſo that the whole in- 

heritance of this earl, with the name, and arms of Warren, 
ſhould be preſerved by the blood royal, in the blood of him 
the faid earl. And in caſe he ſhould depart this life without 
any ſuch iflue, begotten on the body of her the ſaid Iſabel, 
that then all his caſtles, manors, lands; and tenements in 
Surrey, Suſſex, and Wales, ſhould after ſuch his deceaſe, 
remain to the king, to be beſtowed upon ſome one of his 
own ſons, on whom he ſhould think fit; on condition that 
in the perſon of ſuch ſon, and his heirs, the name, Honor,

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and arms of Warren ſhould be for ever maintained, and 
kept. And moreover it was farther agreed, that if the 
ſaid Iſabel ſhould, by the law of the realm, be endowed 
of thoſe lands and tenements, lying in the counties of 
Surrey, Suſſex, and Wales, before ſpecified, whereof he 
was at that time poſſeſſed, that then ſhe ſhould be only 
endowed of thoſe manors, lands, and tenements, reſerving 
the caſtles to the king, and to ſuch of his ſons, on whom 


the king ſhould think fit to beſtow them, ſhe having a rea- 
ſonable aſſignation otherwiſe in lieu of them, 


Hzxcr we have another argument, to prove that Maud 
de Nerford and her ſons were at this time dead, for had 
any of them been alive, eſpecially the ſons, or had either 
of theſe left iſſue male, how could the whole inheritance 
of the earl of Warren, after the ſettlement of 10 Edw. II. 
have been preſerved, in the iſſue which might come from 
Iſabel de Houland? No mention alſo being made in this 
Chautune deed, of ſuch eſtates as had been ſettled on Maud de 
Nerford, ſtrengthens the above conjecture, that they were 
ſet apart before marriage, for the jointure of the counteſs 


Iſabel, for in that caſe it was needleſs to ſay any thing about 
them. 


Tur laſt will, and teſtament of this earl, was dated at his 
caſtle of Coningſburgh, and was entered, ſais Dugdale in his 
Vo. II. H Baronage, 
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Baronage,* in the regiſter book of archbiſhop Zouch at York, 
which is unfortunately loſt. In this will, he ſtiled himſelf 
John Earl of Warren, Surrey, and Strathern, lord of Brom- 
feld, and Yale, bequeathed his body to be buried in the 
church of St. Pancrace, at Lewes, and gave to Joan de 
Baſing his daughter, a filver cup—to his daughter Katherine, 
ten marks—to Iſabel, another of his daughters, then a nun 
at Sempringham, twenty marks; and to Iſabel Houland his 
wife, a ring with a ruby.

I ſhall 
juſt mention however, that 21 E. III. it is faid in a patent 
letter, that this earl held the third part of the toll of the 
town of Suthwerk, and a certain part of the toll of the town 


of Guldeford, of the king in capite, as parcel of the earldom 
of Surrey.“

A CONFIRMATION in 1309 of a grant made to the monks 
of Acre, by his great-grandfather William earl of Warren, 
of the iſle of Sleveſholm in Melwode marſh, directing that 
the prior of Sleveſholm ſhould be nominated by the prior of 
Caſtle Acre, but to be preſented to him, or his heirs, before 
admittance, is in the Monaſticon.* 


In 1311, he gave to the parſon of the church of North-

In this laſt- mentioned M. S.+ and in Tanner's Notitia, 4 
we read of thirty-two quarters and half of malt, to be taken 
from the mill of Grantham, for the uſe of the Franciſcan, 
or Grey Friers there, as ſais the latter authority, but of the 
brethren of the order of Minors, as the M. 8. expreſſes it, 
at the will of this earl of Warren. 


Tus earl happening to be at Roche Abbey in Yorkſhire, 
was ſtruck with the grandeur of the building, but affected 
with the poverty of the monks, wherefore he got licence of 
the king, to give them by charter, which was dated Dec. 1, 
19 Edw.

In Drake's. Eboracum, p. 525, is a repreſentation of what 
he calls the window armorial, in York minſter, in which, 
amongſt other great men, appears the figure of one of the 
earls of Warren, which moſt probably was the laſt, as the 


nave of the church, which contains this window, was 
finiſhed in 1 320 3 and from this circumſtance, I conclude 


that the earl was a. benefactor to that church'; unleſs the 


painting was put up in commemoration of his grandfather, 
and in that caſe, his pointing to his ſword with his right 
hand, and to his head with the other, may allude to his

confilio. I have given the reader an engraving of this figure, 
from an illuminated drawing furniſhed by John-Charles 
Brooke, Eſq. 


His temporal grants, which I have ſeen any account of, 
are, that he confirmed to the free burgeſſes of Wakefield, and 
their heirs, their priveleges, and granted them to be toll free 
in all his lands, for all wares, merchandiſe of their own ma- 
nufacture, and that they ſhould not be obliged to anſwer at 
any court but his, called Burman Court in Wakefield, unleſs 
for treſpaſſes againſt himſelf; and that whatſoever goods 
ſhould be bought of any burgeſs, for him, or his uſe, at 
certain rates, ſhould be paid for within forty days; the 
pawnage for every hog to be two-pence, and for a pig one 
penny. They were alſo to have commonage for all cattle 
but goats, in all his woods, moors, &c. except the new and 
old park, and the great meadow, (only not in fawning time.) 
They might likewiſe incloſe, and hedge their corn ground, 
and fright away his deer from thence,-withoat horn.

Gate; and ſome hills at the top of the ſaid ſtreet are called 
Park-hills. In both the ſaid parks are houſes, which go 
by the name of Lodges. 


From the minutes of a diſpute, which happened about 
12 Ch. I. it appears, that Wakefield outwood had been a 
chace ſtored with deer, and in the memory of men then 
living, was fo full of trees, that it yielded very ſmall com- 
monage, being two parts covered ; alſo that by a charter of 
the earl of Warren, the burgagers were debarred in fence 
month, viz. five days before midſummer, and fifteen after.

19 Epw. III. the king confirmed a grant of the earl of 
Warren's, to Thomas de Methley of Thornhill, his tenant, 
to have corn and paſture in Wakefield outwood, for ſixty 
groſs cattle, and an hundred ſheep with their young, to him 
and his heirs, for ſix-pence rent at Michaelmas. The earl 
of Warren's grant was witneſſed by William de Warren, Sir 
William de Skargil, Sir John le Vynter, John de Keirgue, 
Robert ſon of John de Wakefeld. At the right of the 
parchment, were the royal arms of England; at the left, 
the coat of the earl of Warren ; the border was embelliſhed 
with horſes, cows, and ſheep grazing, and with branches 
of trees. In the time of king Charles I. William Young, 
Eſq. was found heir to the above grant, and had, in the 


attempt which was made to incloſe this ground, forty acres 
aſſigned to him for his ſhare.

The conies and birds manifeſtly allude to the liberty of free 
warren, in the lands belonging to theſe earls, according to 
the pleading of John earl of Warren, in the reign of 
Edward I, already mentioned ; that king John had granted, 
that they and their heirs, ſhould have all their lands given 


them by the king himſelf, and all which they ſhould after-

(a fragment of which is alſo engraved in plate of ſeals 2, No. 38) the former was 
evidently written. This is in the Aſpilogia of John-Charles Brooke, Eſq. as 
likewiſe is a large ſeal of the ſame earl without any inſcription, which I have 
cauſed to be engraved on the ſame plate with the other; and in the ſame collection, 
are the two following, viz. a ſeal of this earl John, having the coat of Warren 
in the center, the fides ornamented with the fiſhes and croſs croſslets of Barr, and 
in chief a lion of England as at No. 39; and another of the counteſs Joan as at 
No. 44. This latter is engraved in Sandford's Genealogical Hiſtory, and was 
appendant, as he tells us p. 139, edit. 1707, to an acquittance in French of this 
Joan, 21 Edw. III. having in the center, on a lozenge, the arms of Warren, 
between four lozenges of the arms of England and Barr in croſs, and two lions, 
and two caſtles in ſaltire, comprehending within the diameter of an inch and 
half, the arms of her father, her mother, her huſband, and herſelf, The lion 
above the other efcutcheon, ſeems to have been uſed, to ſhew the earl's deſcent 
from Hameline Plantagenet, who bore a bordure charged with lions paſſant, 
guardant. Mr. Brooke has alſo a ſeal of this counteſs, whereon are the arms of 
Barr, Warren and England, in different eſcutcheons ; the laſt on account of her 
mother Eleanor being daughter to Edward J. 
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wards acquire to themſelves, in warrenage, (that is having 
free warren therein) becauſe of their ſurname de Warenna.* 
The beaſts here deſcribed, are not bucks and does, but 
ſtags and hinds, as is evident from the antlers of the males ; 
theſe were beaſts of the foreſt, and therefore might denote 


that the earl was the king's chief foreſter, as he claimed to be

EaRL WARREN died, according to the regiſter at Lewes, 
June 3o, 1347, 21 Edw. III. aged exactly fixty-one years, 
the day of his death happening on the ſame day of the year 
with his birth. He was buried alone, under a raiſed tomb, 
near the high altar in the abbey church of Lewes, leaving 
no lawful iſſue behind him, nor any brother or ſiſter but 
Alice, who married Edmund earl of Arundel. Flower and 
Glover's pedigree records his death, &c. in the following 
words.

ſubject. Theſe I ſhall examine, in order to diſcover which 
of them is moſt likely to be true. 


FIRST, John the laſt earl of Warren and Surrey, had by 
Maud de Nerford, his concubine, a ſon called John de War- 


ren, from whom the family of Poynton are ſaid, in a M.S. 


in the Herald's office,* to be deſcended. Vincent has alſo 
aſſerted the ſame in his Reply to Brooke, + but without any 
ſort of proof, notwithſtanding his ſubject required it; a de- 
fect, which I have obſerved in every other writer who has 
delivered this opinion, It has not yet been ſhewn by any 
one, that this John de Warren had any ifſue, and therefore 
it cannot have been made appear, that the Warrens of Poyn- 
ton deſcended from him. On the contrary, it was proved 
in the account of the laſt earl of Warren and Surrey, that 
the ſaid earl's eſtates on the north fide of Trent, were ſettled 
on the king as a truſtee, who granted them back to the earl 
for life; after his deceaſe, to Maud de Nerford, the earl's 
concubine, for life; after her deceaſe, to this John de War- 
ren her. ſon by the ſaid earl, for his life, and to the iſſue 
male of his body lawfully begotten; in like manner to 
Thomas de Warren, and his lawful male iflue ; for want of 
ſuch, to the lawful heirs of the body of the ſaid earl; re- 
mainder to the king and his heirs. Had there been therefore 
any iſſue male of this John de Warren, that iſſue, by virtue

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of the above regrant, would have taken poſſeſſion thereof, as 
ſoon as the earl and the ſaid Maud were dead; but inſtead 
of this, we find king Edward III. making a grant of theſe, 
in ſpecial tail, to one of his ſons, immediately after the death 
of the earl of Warren, and that ſon entering into actual 
poſſeſſion, as ſoon as he came of age. What concluſion then 
can we draw from hence, but that John de Warren, the ſon 
of Maud de Nerford, was at that time dead without iſſue; 
for what elſe could impower the king to make this grant? 


But if he died without iſſue, he could not be the anceſtor of 
the Warrens of Poynton. | 


SECONDLY, In a M. S. in the Herald's office, called 
Vincent's Cheſhire,* is a pedigree drawn up by Glover, 
wherein it is ſaid, that John earl of Warren, who died in 
1304s had by his ſecond wife Joan, daughter of William 


Warren, from whom deſcended the 
Warrens of Poynton. The arms of this 
lord Mowbray were gules a hon ram-

that it could, ſhe muſt have been paſt child bearing at. the 
time of her marriage, for William lord Mowbray died about 
the year 1223, and Alice counteſs of Warren not till 1290, 
ſo that ſhe muſt have been ſixty-ſeven years old before ſhe 
was married. The death of this Alice, Vincent has fixed 
in like manner, by an entry in one of his M.S. in the Herald's 
office, intitled Quid non, No. 6; but I cannot find that her 
name is mentioned by any writer, between the years 1250, 
(when Matthew Paris, and Holinſhed ſay ſhe died) and 
1290; it is poſſible therefore that ſhe might die at the for- 
mer of theſe dates; and in my opinion ſhe did ſo. Matthew 
Paris ſais, Eodem anno (1256) obiit Atefia comitiſſa Warren- 
nie, ſoror Domini Regis uterina, in flore juventutis ſue, & 
proſperitatis, in dolorem regis maximum, furqgue mariti comitis 
Warennie adoleſcentis. Which Holinſhed has thus expreſſed, 
The counteſſe of Warren Aveſia, or /Etefia, as ſome bookes have, 
ſiſter to the king by his mother, departed this life in Bir flouriſh- 
ing youth, to the great griefe of hir brother, but ſpecially of bir 
buſbande fohn erle of Waren that loved bir entierly. Now ſup- 
poſing her not to die till 1290, which was 18 Edw. I. how 
could ſhe then be called ſoror Domini Regis uterina, and be 
ſaid to die to the great grief of her brother the king? That 
would have been the ſame as to ſay the was the ſiſter of king 
Edward, when in fact ſhe was ſiſter by the mother's ſide to 
king Henry III. as both the Regiſter at Lewes, and Vin- 
cent's own M. S. Quid non, No. 6. allow, when they ſay 
Domina Alefia, ſoror uterina Henrici tertii regis Anglia, & 


uxor 
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uxor Fobannis primi (meaning the firſt earl of Warren of the 
name of John) cbiit 5 Idus. Feb. 1290. How alſo, if ſhe 
lived till 1290, could ſhe die in her flouriſhing youth ? For 
allowing her to be no older than her huſband, who was mar- 
ried to her in 1247, when he was but about twelve years of 
age, ſhe muſt have been in 1290, near fifty-five years old. 
It was therefore an overſight in the author of the Catalogue 
of Honor, when“ he ſaid, this Alice was married to the earl of 
Warren in 1247, and died in the prime of her youth in 12903 
for had ſhe been married as ſoon as ſhe had been born, ſhe 


muſt, by his own account, have been conſiderably more than 


forty years old when ſhe died. Suppoſing however, that 
Matthew Paris is right in fixing her death in 1256, ſhe 
would then have died in the flower of her youth, for her 
huſband was at that time but about twenty-one years of age, 
and ſhe probably not much older. The earl began to coha- 
bit with her in 1252, and as ſhe had only three children by 
him, it is more probable that ſhe died after about four years 
cohabitation, than that they lived together near forty years, 
eſpecially when ſuch a writer as Matthew Paris has aſſerted 
it. In all likelihood therefore, Vincent, depending on a 
miſtaken entry in the Regiſter at Lewes, has fixed the death 
of this Alice too late, and if the other opinion is right, the 
earl muſt have ſurvived her about forty-eight years; a period 
of time ſo long, that it is much more probable he married 
again, than that he did not; but if he married again, why

| might 
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might he not take to wife the daughter of lord Mowbray, 
as aſſerted above? Vincent was ſure to contradict, whatever 
thwarted his opinion, about the Warrens of Poynton being 
deſcended from a baſtard of the laſt earl's; but it was a little 


unfortunate, that he ſhould pitch upon a ſyſtem ſo improba- 


ble, for it has more difficulties attending it, than the match 
with the family of Mowbray. His argument from the 
filence of writers, is not a ſufficient ground, from whence to 
infer, that lord Mowbray had no daughter married to the 
earl of Warren ; for the females, ſo far back as this, are often 
omitted in pedigrees. Thoſe made out before the year 
1400, even relating to noble families, ſeldom or ever take 


proper notice of younger children; nor do the inquiſitions 
poſt mortem make mention of any more than the next ſon 
and heir, which frequently proves a fatal bar to this kind of 
enquiry. I have ſeen the above omiſſion (if it is one) 


ſupplied, in a pedigree in the Herald's office, which ends 


thus :

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I nave uſed theſe arguments, not ſo much with a view to 
prove, that the earl of Warten did actually marry this daugh- 
ter of lord Mowbray, as to ſhew, that the aſſertions of Vincent 
on this ſubject are inconcluſive ; but could this match be 
clearly eſtabliſhed, it would give Sir George Warren the 


ſame right to a peerage, which he aſſerts on other grounds. 


It is a fortunate circumſtance, that out of the different 
ſchemes of his defcent, which writers have adopted, that 
only can be diſproved, which would have barred his claim. 


Tux third and laſt way of tracing this family from the 
earls of Warren and Surrey, is what appeared to Flower 
and Glover in 1580, to be the true one; for in the hands 
of Sir George Warren is a pedigree on parchment, at the

| mine, a coat which certainly be- 
longed to the name, as appears from the ſeal of the eldeſt 
fon, which another Maud de Nerford had by the laſt earl of 
Warren and Surrey; but theſe heralds ſeem to have erred, 
in attributing to the wife of this Sir Edward, what in fact 
belonged to a different family.

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THis tends to ſhew that the two Mauds were of different 
families ; for Sir John Warren, fon of Maud de Nerford, 
concubine to the laſt earl, ſealed with the arms of Warren, 


and in a canton, a lion rampant, which

HERE then we ſee, how erroneouſly the Warrens of 
Poynton have, by Vincent, been derived from that Maud 
de Nerford, who was concubine to the laſt earl of Warren 
and Surrey. He makes Sir John de Warren, who was a 
natural fon of the faid earl by the faid concubine, to be 
father of this Sir Edward, whom he calls lord of Boton, 
(meaning perhaps the firſt of the family who poſſeſſed it) 


but puts not down the name of his wife. As the earl's 


concubine was called Maud de Nerford, he could not con- 
ceive, that there ſhould be a perſon of the ſame name married 
to the earl's next relation, and therefore he left her out; 
the reader however may ſee that her name is recovered, and 
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that they were really and truly two different perſons, not- 
withſtanding the inſtance is ſo uncommon, that two women 
both of the ſame name, and both living at the ſame time, 
ſhould have children of the name of Warren, ſome of whom 
were legitimate, others not ſo; but to this very circum- 
ſtance muſt be attributed the miſtakes which have been 
made. It is a matter however of very ſerious conſequence 
to the Warrens of Poynton, to have this affair ſet in a 
proper light; for Vincent has, through miſtake, inſerted 
a pedigree, amongſt the records in the Herald's office, which 
derives them from a baſtard of the laſt earl's, which not 
only would be a ſtain upon the family for ever, but might 


prejudice the preſent heir, in his claim to the honor enjoyed 
by his anceſtors, 


Vincent's ſcheme moreover ſeems defective in point of 
chronology, for he has made the ſon of this Sir Edward, 
to be the great grandſon of the laſt earl of Warren, and to be 
living 40 Edw. III. or 1366, though the earl died in 1347, 
a period of time too ſmall for the number of ſucoeſſions, as 
it takes not in quite twenty years; whereas they ſeem to have 
been reſpectively the ſixth in deſcent from the ſecond earl.

John Mainwaring of Over Pever 
in Cheſhire, * and died 6 Hen. V. 


IMMEDIATELY after his death, John de Davenport of 
Henbury, and John Quetewell of Felmingham, being truſ- 
tees, granted to Margaret, widow. of the above Sir John, 
the manors of Skegeton, Boton, Rotley, Plumpton, &c. 
for her life; remainder to Nicholas ſon of Sir John and his 
heirs ; remainder to Margaret daughter of Sir John and her 


heirs ; remainder to the right heirs of Sir John. No men- 
tion is made of Iſabel. 


In 1392, 16 Rich. II. it was found by inquiſition, that 
this Sir John died on Sunday next before St. Andrew's day, 
10 Rich.

W1LLIAaM, younger brother of Thomas, ſucceeded to 
the family eſtates, and died in 1583. By his wife Margaret 
he had William, alſo Margaret married to William Whitehead, 
Eſq. and Jane'to Andrew Needham. 


W1LLI1AM his only ſon, conſiderably augmented his eſtate 
by purchaſes, &c. particularly he greatly improved the 
manor houſe at Thorp Arnold, which his father intended to 
have done. His death happened in Auguſt 1 592, and his 
will was proved at Leiceſter in common form, December 
following, and afterwards in ſolemn form of law by wit- 
neſſes, and a ſentence had thereupon in 1594. By Elifabeth 
his wife, he had Arnold, Raphael, William, and - Zachary, 
the three laſt of whom died s. p. He had alfo Margaret 
who married Thomas Lenton, and Eliſabeth who died s. p. 


ARNOLD, in the former part of his life, had the command 
of a troop in Sir John Byron's regiment of horſe, raiſed for 
the ſervice of king Charles I. He afterwards raiſed either a 

troop, or company for the ſame ſervice, and was offered a 


colonel's 
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colonel's commiſſion, which he declined on account of his 
ill ſtate of health, but received the honor of knighthood 
from the king, at Whitehall 24th February, 1632. By his 
attachment to the royal cauſe, he ſo much impaired his 
fortune, that he was under a neceſſity of ſelling Corlingſtoke 
to Sir George Parkyns of Bunny in the county of Notting- 
ham, bart. He married Dorothy daughter of Sir Arthur 
Wilmot of Ormaſton in the county of Derby, who bore 
ſable on a feſs between three eagles heads couped argent, as 
many. eſcallops gules. She ſurvived him, and was remarried 
to Nicholas Lanyen, Eſq. By the faid Dorothy, the ſaid 
Arnold had Arthur, Richard, married to Suſan Milner, who 
died s. p. and a daughter, Mary. 


ARTHUR was born at Thorp Arnold in 1617. He pur- 
chaſed the manor of Towton (or Toveton) in Nottingham- 
ſhire, as mentioned by Thoroton, p. 209. Alſo lands in 
Whiſſundine in the county of Rutland. He died in or about 
1678, having married Catharine daughter of Sir Rowland 
Rugeley of Dunton in Warwickſhire, knight, who bore 
argent a chevron between three roſes gules, By her he had 
an only ſon. 


ARTHUR, who was appointed high ſheriff for the county 
of Nottingham in 1662 ; alſo deputy lieutenant of the ſame 
in 1685, and a captain of a troop of militia horſe in 1686.

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He ſold Thorp Arnold about 1630 ; alſo Whiſſundine, &c. 
and having a great partiality for the county of Nottingham, 
he purchaſed therein Stapleford, Riſley, and Elvaſton. On 
the enlargement of the manor houſe at Stapleford, the arms 
of the Warrens of Poynton were painted, and carved there, 
as they had been at Thorp Arnold. He married in 1676 
Ann daughter of Sir John Borlace of Bockmore, Little 
Marlow, &c. in Buckinghamſhire, bart. and heir to her 
brother Sir John Borlace, bart. which family bore ermine 
on a bend ſable, two hands and arms iſſuing out of the clouds 
at the elbows, all proper, rending an horſe ſhoe or. Through 
this marriage, he came into poſſeſſion of Bockmore, Med- 
menham (one of the eſtates which belonged to William ſon 
of the ſeventh earl of Warren) Little Marlow, and Stratton 
Audley, which laſt is in the county of Oxford. By the 
ſaid Ann he had Borlace, alſo Arnold, Arthur, Charles, 
James, John, and Baldwin, who all, except the eldeſt, died

Suſanna Warren daughter of William Davenport of Bramball 
Eſq. and wife of Humphry Warren of Stockport Gent. who 
died in the 45th year of her age, Nov. 22d. 1710. Alſo here 
lyeth the body of Mr. Humphry Warren 2d. ſon of Henry War- 
ren formerly rector of Stockport and huſband of the aforeſaid 
Suſanna, 'who dyed the 23d day of Auguſt 1744, in the 73d 
year of his age. 


IT is ſaid this Humphry was intended to have been rector

RoBERT lord viſcount Bulkeley married Sarah daughter 
of Daniel Hervey of Combe in Surrey, who bore or, on a feſs 
indented ſable three creſcents argent. By her he had, amongſt 
others, Richard lord viſcount Bulkeley, who married Mary 
daughter of Philip Egerton of Oulton in Cheſhire, who 
bore argent, a lion rampant gules between three pheons ſable. 
By her he had Richard lord viſcount Bulkeley, who married 
lady Bridget Bertie, eldeſt daughter of James earl of Abing- 
don, who bore barways three battering rams armed and gar- 
niſhed azure. By her he had Richard lord viſcount Bulkeley, 
James, and five daughters. Richard married Jane daughter 
and heireſs of Lewis Owen of Peniarth in Merionethſhire, 
who bore gules, a lion rampant regardant or, but had no iſſue 
by her. On his deceaſe, he was ſucceeded in the title and 
eſtate by his brother James, who married Emma daughter 
and heireſs of Thomas Rowlands of Caerau in Angleſey, by 
whom he had Thomas James lord viſcount Bulkeley, who 
married Eliſabeth Harriot, daughter and heireſs of Sir George 
Warren of Poynton, Knight of the Bath, now living. 
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H1s lordſhip, who is lieutenant, and cuſtos rotulorum of 


the county of Caernarvon, is ſeated at Baron Hill in the iſle 
of Angleſey. 


ROM the above two genealogical 
accounts of the earls of Warren, 
and their deſcendants the Warrens 
of Poynton, it appears, that William 
de Warren, who came over with the 


| | Conqueror, brought into England 
with him the title of earl of Warren in Normandy, which 


title was enjoyed by his deſcendants in the male line, till 


William the third earl deceaſed, leaving only one daughter 


Iſabel, who was twice married, and both her huſbands en- 
joyed this title in her right, the firſt having no iſſue by her. 
After this, it continued in the ſame line, till John the 
eighth earl died without lawful iſſue. This John intailed 
his eſtate upon the crown, and gave to the royal family, 
as far as he could, the name, honor, and arms of Warren, 
and his eſtates accordingly came to the crown, in the perſon 
of king Edward III. who made grants 'of the ſame, but 
took not the leaſt notice of the title of earl of Warren; 


nor was any notice taken of it, for more than a century 


after the death of the above earl, though he left a fiſter 
married to Edmund earl of Arundel. The firſt time it was 
conferred after this, was 29 Hen. VI. when John Mowbray, 
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ſon to the duke of Norfolk, was, in his father's life time, 
created ear] of Warren and Surrey ; but theſe titles dropt 
with him, for leaving no iſſue but one daughter, ſhe could 
not convey them, either to her huſband or child; the re- 
mainder, which was to heirs male, being ſpent, or rather 
not having operated at all. This daughter's name was Ann, 
and her huſband was Richard duke of York, ſecond ſon of 
king Edward IV. who was by patent, dated Feb. 7, 
16 Edw. IV. 1476, created duke of Norfolk, and earl of 
Warren, * but dying without iſſue, the earldom of Warren 
once more became unenjoyed, and has never been conferred 
upon any one fince; nor can it be claimed by any family 
but that of the eldeſt exiſting branch of Warren, for the 
following reaſons.

Tuts creation ſhews, that the Arundel family had no claim to the earldom of 
Warren, and the crown muſt have conſidered it as a renewal of an ancient title 
merged, or rather extin&, by the ſurrender of the laſt earl, to the then reigning 
power; his right however to do this, was certainly illegal, and not to be ſup- 
ported, unleſs by the maxim, guod fieri non debet, factum walet ; which might be 


very plauſible, during the conteſts between the houſes of York and Lancaſter, 


but ill accommodated to reaſon and juſtice. 


Hap 
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Hap iſſue followed the earl's match with Iſabel de Hou- 
land, the agreement at Chatune had been regular and proper; 
but why the eſtates belonging to him, ſhould for want of 
ſuch iſſue, be limited to the crown, on condition that in 
the perſon of one of the king's ſons, and his heirs, 'the 
name, honor, and arms of Warren ſhould be for ever main- 
tained, and kept, is a great myſtery, becauſe it never was 
allowed the nobility of any country, in ſuch circumſtances 
as theſe, to diſpoſe of their titles to the prejudice of 
another. | 


In the caſe of viſcount Purbeck, temp. Charles II. on a 
petition, the queſtion was, in the Houſe of Lords, whether 
the dignity of a viſcount could be ſurrendered to the king 
by a fine. It was argued on the behalf of the petitioner, 
that a dignity cannot be ſurrendered to the crown, becauſe 
it is a perſonal dignity annexed to the blood, and ſo inſepa- 
rable, and immoveable, “ that it cannot be transferred to any 
other perſon. It can move no way but downward to poſte- 
rity, and nothing but a deficiency, or a corruption of the 
blood, can hinder the deſcent, as if the anceſtor be attainted 
of treaſon, felony, &c. for in that caſe, the heir conveying 


no inheritable blood, can make no claim to that which is 
annexed to the inheritable blood.

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Tunis not only is law, but it is the intereſt of all the 
nobility in England, that it ſhould remain ſo. Were dig- 
nities either ſubject to a condition at common law, or 
intailable by the ſtatute de donis conditionalibus, or barrable 
by the ſtatute of fines, they would not be ſo valuable to 
families as they are, for being liable to every one's caprice, 
they would continually be ſhifting from one line to another, 
which is difſonant to the very nature of an honor, which 
differs from other inheritances, being merely perſonal, and 
affixed to the blood, even ſo far that it deſcends to the half 
blood, which common eſtates do not. 


Wu, therefore, John earl of Warren limited his eſtates 
to the crown, on condition that in the perſon of the king's 
ſons, and his heirs, the name, honor, and arms of Warren, 
ſhould be for ever kept up, he was guilty of a manifeſt in- 
fraction of the cuſtomary law of this realm, for there was 
no want of a lawful heir in the family, nor had the title 
been forfeited. 


War could induce the earl to take this unwarrantable 
liberty, it is difficult, at this diſtance of time, to ſay with 
preciſion. He ſeems to have had a great eſteem for the 
royal family, and to have been prompted by ambition, to 
have his name, and title of Warren, born by one of them; 
but whatever was the cauſe, the condition was irregular, and

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| the crown ſeems to have been ſenſible that it was ſo; for 
| though the eſtates were kept, the title of Warren was not 


conferred, notwithſtanding the terms of the agreement

| abſolutely required it. 


ö SHOULD it be ſaid, that at the deceaſe of the eighth earl, 
this title was looked upon as a non- entity, becauſe of foreign 
creation, and not proceeding from the kings of England as 
ſuch, and therefore not conferred ; I aſk, why it was not 
for the ſame reaſon looked upon as a non-entity from the 
beginning? It is well known, that after king William I. 
had ſeated himſelf in the throne of this realm, the great 
courts (or as they are now called parliaments) were com- 
poſed of his principal followers, who were nobles of Nor- 
| mandy, and though few of them had Engliſh titles beſtowed 
upon them, yet they were always conſidered as Magnates, 
and complimented with the titles they brought over with 
them ; which privelege was continued to them, after the 
| dutchy of Normandy was wreſted from the Engliſh crown, 
| and ſuch as adhered to king John, had loſt their eſtates there: 
for one of the earls of Warren, was three times called to 
parliament, long after that event, by the title of ear/ Warren 
only, as may be ſeen in Dugdale's Summonſes to Parliament; 
in which book, are above eighty inſtances, of the earls of 
Warren and Surrey being called to parliament, between. the 
23 Edw. I. and the 21 Edw. III. 
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Bur why did this title deſcend with Iſabel, daughter of 
William the third earl, and not with Alice, ſiſter of John 
the eighth earl? To anſwer this important queſtion, it 
ought to be conſidered, that when it went with the above 
Iſabel, it was a barony in fee, or a land barony, and had 
a caput baroniæ, which was at Warren in Normandy, and 
whoever was by heirſhip poſſeſſed of this, muſt of courſe be 
poſſeſſed of the title belonging to it, whether male or female. 
That this was ſo, is evident, - becauſe the above Iſabel 
married her ſecond huſband about the year 1163, and the 
caput baroniz was not taken away from the family, till the 
year 1204. And that a female would be intitled to it, is 
equally plain, becauſe it did not come by creation, and con- 
ſequently was not ſubject to limitation, as indeed lands em- 
baronied could not be, for they were deſcendable, and even 
partible inter fæminas. 


Ir did not deſcend with the ſiſter of the eighth earl, for 
the nature of it was at that time entirely changed ; from a 
land barony, it was, by the loſs of the eſtate and caput 
baroniz which belonged to it, become merely titular, in 
the very ſtricteſt ſenſe of the word, and therefore not parti- 
ble inter fæminas; nor even deſcendable to ſuch, for that 
would have been diſſonant to the true genius and ſpirit of 
the feudal ſyſtem, to which, in arguing about the nature of 
ſuch honors as this, we ſhould always have recourſe. King 
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John allowed this title to continue, on account of the great 
damage which the family had ſuſtained, by their adherence 
to him. This however ſeems to have been mere indulgence 
in the crown, for in fact the title wanted a confirmation, 
when not only the head ſeat of the barony, but the whole 
eſtate there belonging to the family, was taken from them. 
The reaſon why it was not confirmed, was probably, becauſe 
Normandy was expected to be reconquered, as appears, from 
the grant of the manors of Grantham and Stamford (which 
were given by way of recompenſe for what was loſt) being 
only conditional, or till the lands 4n Normandy were reco- 
vered. But this event was ſo long looked for, that the 
neceſſity of a confirmation, with reſpe& to the enjoyment of 
the title, was taken away. The earl had ſeveral times been 
called to fit in the great council of the nation, by the title 
of earl Warren only, which being long continued, and not 
objected to, gave to the male line of the family, a preſcrip- 
tive right, which even the king himfelf could not regularly 
deprive them of.* * That it gave no right to the female 


* Tar1s is confirmed, and illuſtrated, by what Judge Blackſtone tells us in his 
Commentaries, book I. c. xii. that 75 right of peerage ſeems to have been originally 
territorial, and that when the land, fc, was alienated, the dignity paſſed with it; but 
when alienations grew to be frequent, the dignity of peerage was confined to the lineage of the 
party ennobled, and inflead of territorial became perſonal. Actual proof of a tenure by 
barony, became no longer neceſſary to conſtitute a lord of parliament ; but the record of the 
avrit of ſummons to bim or his anceſtors, was admitted as a ſufficient evidence of the tenure, 
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branch, is evident, for if it had, no doubt but Richard 
Fitz Alan, whoſe father Edmund married Alice the eighth 
earl's ſiſter, and who enjoyed the earldom of Surrey on his 
mother's account, would have claimed that of Warren alſo, 
for he might eaſily have ſhewn, that the earl's attempt to 
diſpoſe of it, was invalid per ſe, and of no conſequence in 
law ; but knowing the nature of the title, and that the true 
heir to it was in the collateral branch of his wife's family, 
he prudently took no notice of it. 


Bur why, at the deceaſe of the laſt earl John, without 
lawful iſſue, did none of the family lay claim to this title, 
if it really belonged to them? To this I anſwer, that they 
might have a reaſon for not doing it then, which reaſon may 
have no exiſtence now. Their finances, as the eſtates were 
left from them, might not be thought adequate to the neceſ- 
ſary expences of ſo elevated a ſtation; and therefore they 
might either not attempt it, or might meet with diſcourage- 
ment from the crown, on that very account. The kings of 
England, while the ſubjects held their eſtates by military 
tenure, found it was not their intereſt, to permit men of 
ſmall property, to ſucceed to ſuch great titles, when no 
lands belonged to them. In reality they did not partake of 
the nature, nor anſwer the end of an Engliſh barony, which 
was to ſupply the king with aſſiſtance, againſt the enemies 
of the realm; but the earldom of Warren not having an inch 
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of land annexed to it, and conſequently. not being obliged 
in any caſe to bring a ſingle ſoldier into the field, could 
only be made uſe of for mere aggrandiſement ; which, what- 
ever it may be now, was then a very impolitic reaſon on 
the part of the ſtate to admit, where it could be avoided ; 
neither was this very difficult to manage, when the crown 
had ſo much power. Whatever notions we may at this day 
entertain of Britiſh liberty, it was not an eaſy thing in the 
reign of king Edward III. for a private man, let his pre- 
tenſions have been ever ſo juſt, to have proſecuted an affair 
of this ſort, againſt his ſovereign's inclination ; they were 
moſt fayoured who could muſter the ſtrongeſt phalanx. 


Bur let all this be as it would, their want of claiming 
this title, does not exclude their right to it; nor would their 
being denied it on proper application, take away their juſt 
pretenſions to it; for with regard to the firſt, there are 
plenty of inſtances, where titles have lain dormant for gene- 
rations, or remained in abeyance, as hæreditates jacentes, 
in expectation that the next in blood would ſometime 
ſue for the ſame, and have at laſt been recovered; and 
with reſpect to the ſecond, it is well known, that one 
prince has granted what another has refuſed. No per- 
petual bar therefore, either ought, or can be put to ap- 
plications of this ſort. Titles ſhould not be extinguiſhed 
without very ſubſtantial reaſons, but no ſubſtantial reaſon 


can 
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can be given, why that of the earl of Warren ſhould undergo 


this fate, ſo long as there has neither been forfeiture nor want 
of blood. 


AND though an infringement was made upon the family 
right, by conferring the title in queſtion on ſuch who had 
no pretenſions to it, in the reigns of Henry VI. and Ed- 
ward IV. yet thoſe kings were excuſable in what they did, 
becauſe as the family of Warren had neglected to claim it, 
they could not be ſuppoſed to know any thing about it. 
Thoſe acts however cannot. prejudice the preſent claimant, 
for whether the grants were made in tail male, or tail gene- 
ral, the remainders are ſpent. When a man's property is 
put into a wrong hand, he loſes but the poſſeſſion of it, not 
his right to it ;* and though in the caſe of titles, it would 
be impolitic to diveſt a perſon thereof when once allowed 
to him, yet when the limitations are over, as in the in- 
ſtances before us, the claim is again laid open, as full and 

free 


Tais is evident from the caſe of lord Willoughby of Parham ; for Sir 
William Willoughby, knight, being by letters patent dated 16 Feb. 1 Edw. VI. 
created lord Willoughby of Parham, to hold to him and the heirs male of his 
body, he was ſucceeded in that title by Charles his ſon, who had five ſons, viz. 
William, Sir Ambroſe, Sir Thomas, Edward, and Charles; the three firſt of 
whom only, left iſſue male, which failed in the line of William, in 1679, on the 
deceaſe of Charles lord Willoughby, who ought to have been ſucceeded in that 
honor by Henry grandſon of the above Sir Ambroſe, but he ſettled in Virginia, 
and 
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Þ 


free as it was before. There are even theſe advantages attend- 
ing what has been done, that when the crown conferred the 
title of the earl of Warren, it was looked upon as ſomething 
fit to be continued, and being by creation, it evidently 


proved, that neither Mowbray, nor the duke of York, had 
any right to it within themſelves. 


BuT whatever may be thought of theſe, or any other 
reaſons which can be given, in ſupport of what has been 
here laid down, Sir George Warren has the happineſs to 
think, that he has yet a more pleaſing proſpect before him, 
which is the high honor he enjoys, of being related to the blood 
royal of England, and of being deſcended from the ſame common 
anceſtor with his preſent majeſty king George III. 


Wir regard to the firſt, it has in theſe Memoirs been 
ſhewn, that the firſt earl of Warren and Surrey married 


 Gundred, daughter of king William I. who alſo was the 


earl's relation before; the ſaid king William being the third 


and died there in 1685, ignorant of the failure of iſſue male in the elder branch 


of the family; and not appearing to aſſert his claim, Thomas, ſon of Sir Thomas 
Willoughby above-named, was ſummoned to parliament by the title aforeſaid, 


on a preſumption that Sir Ambroſe, and his two brothers Edward and Oharles 
were all dead without iſſue male, and the deſcendants of the ſaid Thomas enjoyed 
the honor till the death of Hugh lord Willoughby of Parham, who died unmarried 
in January, 176;, at whoſe deceaſe, colonel Henry Willoughby claimed this 
title, as the dire& deſcendant of the above Sir Ambroſe, and obtained it. | 


deſcendant 
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deſcendant from Gunnora, daughter of a Daniſh knight, 
whoſe brother Herfaſtus, was great grandfather to William 
firſt earl of Warren and Surrey. By means of the above 
Gunnora's marrying Richard duke of Normandy, and through 
the double connection there was between William the Con- 
queror, and the family of Warren, theſe laſt became related 
to the following crowned heads, (to ſay nothing of a very 
great number of dukes, earls, barons, &c.) viz. William II. 
and Henry I. ſons of the Conqueror, which Henry married 
Maud, daughter of Malcolme III. king of Scots. This Maud 
came by Margaret, ſiſter to Edgar Etheling, and daughter 
of Edward ſon of Edmund Ironſide the Saxon king; thus 
uniting in the ſovereignty, the two families of the Norman 
and Saxon line. The next crowned head was king Stephen, 
to whom the family of Warren was related, as he was ſon 
of Alice, fourth daughter of the Conqueror, and fiſter to 
Gundred above- named. The earl's family became till nearer 
connected with the crown, by the marriage of William de 
Blois, third ſon of king Stephen, who married Ifabel, 
daughter and heireſs of William, the third earl of Warren and 
Surrey. 'This Iſabel was remarried to Hameline Plantagenet, 
natural ſon of Geoffry Plantagenet earl of Anjou, which 
Geoffry was brother to Henry II. king of England. This 
Hameline had William earl of Warren and Surrey, who had 
John earl of Warren and Surrey, who married Alice daugh- 
ter of Hugh le Brun earl of March, and fiſter by the mo-

ther's ſide to king Henry III. Iſabel, daughter of this earl 
of Warren and Surrey, married John de Baliol, afterwards 
king of Scots. John, grandſon of the laſt-named earl, had 
an offer made him by king Edward I. of a wife, in the perſon 
of Joan, daughter of Henry earl of Barr, which Joan was 
niece to the ſaid king, by means of the ſaid earl of Barr's 
marrying Eleanor, eldeſt daughter of the ſaid king Edward. 
This offer he accepted, but having no lawful ifſue, he 
granted, out of his great affection to king Edward II. the 
f reverſion of his whole eſtate, to the crown; in conſequence 
of which, all his caſtles, vills, manors, and other poſ- 
ſeſſions, which were exceeding large, came to the crown 
in the perſon of king Edward III. who diſpoſed of the ſame, 
in the way which he thought would beſt promote his own 
intereſt ; but he neither gave any of them to the collateral 
branches of the family in the male deſcent, nor confirmed to 
them that title which they had a right to. 
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Taus intimately connected with the blood royal of England, 
was the noble family of Warren; a connection which may truly 
enough be ſaid not to be loſt even yet, for his majeſty king 
George III. may be deduced from king William the Conqueror, 
whether Bis line be drawn through the whole ſucceſſion of crowned 

heads in England, or through the different illuſtrious houſes 


abroad, from which his majeſty is ſprung. This will appear 
by the following. 


Hunt I. 
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HENRY I. ſon of the Conqueror, having a daughter called 
Maud, ſhe married 1ſt, Henry IV. emperor of Germany, 
2dly, Geoffry Plantagenet earl of Anjou, by whom ſhe had 
Henry II. king of England, who had king Richard I. and 
king John, who was father of king Henry III. who mar- 
ried Eleanor of Provence, who had three ſiſters, who all 
came to be advanced to the thrones of ſo many kings, viz. 
Margaret, who married Lewis IX. king of France, Sanchia, 
who married Richard king of the Romans, king Henry's 
brother, and Beatrix, who married Charles king of Sicily, 
brother to the above king Lewis. To king Henry III. ſuc- 
ceeded his eldeſt. ſon king Edward I. who had king 
Edward II. who had king Edward III. whoſe ſon Edward, 
dying in the life time of his father, the crown deſcended to 
Richard II. grandſon of the ſaid king Edward III. who left 
no iſſue. One of the ſons of king Edward III. was John 
of Gaunt, anceſtor of the royal houſe of Lancaſter, and 
father of king Henry IV. who had Henry V. who had 
Henry VI. Edmund de Langley, another ſon of king Ed- 
ward III. (to whom the king his father gave a great part of 
the Warren eſtate) was the anceſtor of all the Oe” of Eng- 
land of the line of York. 


To Henry VI. ſucceeded king Edward IV. to whom the 
family of Warren was doubly allied, both as he was grand- 
ſon Fa Richard earl of Cambridge, who was fon of Edmund 
A a 2 | de 
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de Langley the fifth ſon of king Edward III. and as the 
ſaid Richard married Ann, daughter of Roger Mortimer 
earl of March, a deſcendant of that Ralph Mortimer, who 
came over with the Conqueror, in company with his bro- 
ther William earl of Warren. A remarkable circumſtance, 
and which reflects peculiar honor on thoſe whoſe hiſtory 1 
am writing. King Edward IV. thus direttly ſpringing from 
the blood of Warren, had for his ſucceſſor his eldeſt fon king 
Edward V. who was proclaimed, but not crowned. Ri- 
chard III. the next king of England, was brother to king 
Edward IV. and uncle to king Edward V. King Henry VII. 
was ſon of Edmund earl of Richmond, by Margaret ſole 
daughter of John duke of Somerſet, ſon of John earl of 
Somerſet, ſon of John of Gaunt duke of Lancaſter, ſon of 
king Edward III. He married Eliſabeth eldeſt daughter 
of king Edward IV. by whom king Henry VIII. who ſuc- 
ceeded him, and who had three of his own children for his 
ſucceſſors, viz. Edward VI. Mary and Eliſabeth, who 
leaving no iſſue, the crown deſcended to king James I. who 
was the ſon of Henry lord Darnley, by Mary queen of Scots, 
widow of Francis II. king of France, and daughter and 
heireſs of James V. king of Scots, who was ſon of James IV. 
king of Scots, by Margaret eldeſt daughter of Henry VII. 
king of England. King James I. had king Charles I. who 
had king Charles II. and king James II. both kings of Eng- 
land. The former had no lawful iflue, the latter had Mary,

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and Ann, Mary married William Henry prince of Orange, 
and they were crowned king and queen of England ; after 
whoſe deaths, Ann ſucceeded to the throne. But no iſſue 
remaining from either of theſe, the crown was ſettled on 
George Lewis ſon of Erneſt Auguſtus, by Sophia daughter 
of Frederick, elector palatine, and Eliſabeth his wife daugh- 
ter of James I. king of England. He ſucceeded by the 
name and title of king George I. and was father of king 
George II. who had Frederick Lewis prince of Wales, the 
father of his preſent majeſty king George III. 


Tus it appears, that the royal blood of king William I. 
has been preſerved through the various ſucceſſions to the 
crown of England, even to the preſent time; and that the 

== family of Warren, has the honor to be deſcended from the ſame 
common ſtock with that celebrated prince. But there is another 
way of ſhewing Sir George Warren's relationſhip to the preſent 

royal family, by tracing the original of his majeſty's connec- 

tion with the blood royal of England. This began with 

the marriage between Henry, ſurnamed the Lion, duke of 

Saxony and Bavaria, and Maud daughter of Henry II. king 

of England; for the ſaid duke Henry had by the ſaid Maud 

a younger ſon William, ſurnamed Longaſpatha, who mar- 

ried Helen daughter of Voldemar the firſt, king of Denmark, 

by whom he had Otho the young, firſt duke of Brunſwick and 

Luneburg, who married Maud daughter of Albert the ſecond,

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margrave of Brandenburgh, by whom he had Albert the 
Great, duke of Brunſwick,” who married Adelheid fiſter of 
Otho margrave. of Montferrat, related to Eleanor queen 
of Henry III. by whom he had Albert the Groſs, who mar- 
ried Riccia daughter of Henry the elder, prince of Werle in 
Mecklenburgh, by whom he had Magnus the Pious, who 
married Sophia daughter of Henry margrave of Brandenburgh, 
by whom he had Magnus the ſecond, or Torquatus duke of 
Brunſwick, who married Catharine daughter of Voldemar 
elector of Brandenburgh, by whom he had Barnard a younger 
ſon, founder of the houſe of Luneburg, who married Mar- 
garet daughter of Wenceſlaus elector of Saxony, by whom 
he had Frederick the Pious, who married Magdalen daughter 
of Frederick elector of Brandenburgh, by whom he had 
Otho the Magnanimous, who married Ann daughter of John 
count of Naſſau, by whom he had Henry, who married 
Margaret daughter of Erneſt ele&or of Saxony, by whom he 
had Erneſt, founder of the line of Zell, ſurnamed the Con- 
feſſor, who married Sophia daughter of Henry duke of Meck- 
lenburgh, by whom he had William his youngeſt ſon, 
founder of the line of Brunſwick Luneburg, who married 
Dorothy daughter of Chriſtian the third, king of Denmark, 
by whom he had George duke of Hanover, who married 
Ann daughter of Lewis, landgrave of Heſſe Darmſtadt, 
by whom he had Erneſt Auguſtus, - who married Sophia 
daughter of Frederick elector palatine, and king of Bo-

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hemia, by Eliſabeth daughter of James I. king of Great 
Britain. By the faid princeſs Sophia, the faid Erneſt 
Auguſtus had George Lewis king of Great Britain, &c. 
who married Sophia Dorothy daughter of William duke 
of Zell, by whom he had George Auguſtus king of Great 
Britain, &c. who married Carolina Wilhelmina Dorothea, 
daughter of John Frederick margrave of Brandenburgh 
Anſpach, by whom he had Frederick Lewis prince of Wales, 
who married Auguſta, ſiſter to the reigning duke of Saxe 
Gotha, by whom he had George William Frederick, the 
preſent king of Great Britain.

BARONS or STOKEPORT. 


HAT Stockport was a barony under 
the ancient earls of Cheſter, is ad- 
mitted ; but at what particular time 
this honor was conferred upon it, 
is not ſo clear. The number of 
barons appointed in the county of 


Velber by Hugh Lupus, (the firſt Norman governor thereof) 
Vo. II. RG B b has 
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has not been aſcertained. Camden has reckoned them thus— 
Nigellum Baronem de Haulton, Guihelmum Malbanc Baronem 
de Nantwich, Robertum filium Hugonis Baronem de Malpas, 
Guarinum Vernon Baronem de Shipbroke, & alios, leaving the 
number indeterminate. King in his Vale-Royal of England, * 
has overlooked the words & alios of Camden, though he 
refers to him, and confines the catalogue to the above four, 
though at another place he has given us a liſt of eight. 
Lee in his Chronicon Ceſtrenſe, | ſais, after Spelman, 17's 
certain, that the barons of the county palatine of Cheſter, were 
inſtituted by Hugh Lupus, Cc. But concerning their number, 
it is not agreed. Some aſſert there were XII. and that the 
Conquerour himſelf perſwaded Hugh to create no fewer, 
promifing to beſtow upon them competent demeſnes in England, 
| if the earl could not in his own countrey. There are found 
| VIII. onely, (of whom it ſpecially appears evident) for others 
| that are ſuggeſted, are no leſſe ſuſpected, then theſe are apparent,

To one or other of theſe opinions, may be reduced what 
every writer has ſaid upon this ſubject; which of them

appears 
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appears to be the beſt founded, is foreign to the preſent 
purpoſe, any farther than the antiquity of the barons of 
Stockport may be affected by it. 


THe reader will take notice, that the initial letter of the 
baron of Stockport's name, is here put down, which ſome 
have underſtood to mean Nicholas ; but Lee, * from a deed 
in the Monaſticon,+ conjectures it may ſtand for Norman, as 
mention is made therein of Hugh ſon of Norman ; and there 
is this to be ſaid in favor of ſuch an opinion, that this 
Hugh ſon of Norman, is witneſs to the deed, along with 
ſeveral acknowledged barons, ſuch as Robert Fitz Hugh, 
William Malbank, Hamo de Maſci, Gilbert de Venables, 
and Richard de Vernon, and even put down before the three 
laſt, if any regard is to be paid to that opinion, of the 
witneſſes to deeds being mentioned according to their rank, 


Sm Peter Lrrexsrex, in his Antiquities of Cheſhire, * fais 
it is much to be doubted, whether the barons of Stockport 
were any of the ancient barons to the earls of Cheſter, for 
Stockport is not mentioned in Domeſday-book, therefore 
he concludes that it was then waſte, and not inhabited ; 
and he finds little or no mention of Richard de Stockport, 
and his family, before the reign of king Henry III. in 
which reign the ancient earls of Cheſter were extinct. 80

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far is certain, that the laſt earl of Cheſter who had barons, 
died in 1237, and that Sir Richard de Stockport died in 
1292. Sir Peter's argument therefore either proves too much, 
or it proves nothing ; for if Sir Richard had no anceſtor who 
was baron of Stockport, the family could not have had the 
honor of being barons. to theſe earls at all, as he died fifty 


five years after John Scot the laſt earl; but Sir Richard had 


an anceſtor who was baron of Stockport, and therefore Sir 
Peter's argument proves nothing. This anceſtor was Sir 
Robert de Stockport, who died in 1239, only two years after 
the deceaſe of the above John Scot : of this there is ſufficient 
evidence, and why might not N- baron of Stockport, be 
likewiſe anceſtor to this Sir Robert? It is more reaſonable 
to think ſo, than to ſuppoſe that Nicholas de Warren was 
meant, as in the liſt given us by Spelman, “ for this Nicho- 
las died about 1413, too late to be ranked with the reſt 
there mentioned. 


Ir the general reaſon can be diſcovered, why the earl of 
Cheſter created barons at all, or rather if it can be found 
out, why Stockport in particular was made a barony, then 
poſhbly it may be known with ſome degree of certainty, 
whether it ought to be reckoned amongſt the ancient baronies 
or not. 


AFTER William the Conqueror thought himſelf well 
ſettled in his throne, he beſtowed many provinces, and

counties 
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counties within this realm, on the great barons who aſſiſted 
him. Theſe ſtrengthened the countries ſo allotted to them, 
in the moſt likely way to protect the ſame from the incur- 
ſions of their neighbors, eſpecially the counties palatine, 
(as they have ſince been called) which were judged to be 
in greater danger than others; thus in the neighboring 
county palatine of Lancaſter, Roger Pictavenſis, the earl 
thereof, cauſed his whole juriſdiction to be ſurrounded by a 
chain of forts, ſome of which, (for I ſhall mention only 
ſuch as relate to my ſubject) were Widnes, where a baron 
was ſtationed, to protect that part of Lancaſhire from the 
incurſions of the Cheſhire people; and as the jealouſy was 
mutual, oppoſite to this, on the Cheſhire fide was Haulton 
caſtle; and Nigel, or rather William ſon of Nigel, fixed 
there with the fame title, and ſtationed in ſuch manner as to 
guard the county from any ſurprize, either from Warrington, 
(another Lancaſhire barony) or Runcorn Ferry. The next 
barony on the Lancaſhire fide, above Warrington, was New- 
ton, erected, as well to ſtrengthen the former, as to oppoſe 
any paſſage out of Cheſhire, over the river Merſey at Hollin- 
green Ferry. And leſt from this ſtation, and over this 
Ferry, any damage ſhould be done to the inhabitants of - 
Cheſhire, the earl of Cheſter made Hamo de Maſcy ano- 
ther of his barons, and placed him oppoſite to the above, 
at Dunham. The next barony on the Lancaſhire fide, was 
Mancheſter, erected as a guard on one fide, againſt any 
incurſion 
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incurſion from Stretford, and on the other, againſt the 
military ſtation, which appears to have been in very early 
times at Stockport. Now, as all the above Lancaſhire barons 
were made in the reign of the Conqueror, by the above 


Roger Pictavenſis, it ſeems to follow, that the barony of 


Stockport is as old as the reſt within the county of Cheſter; 
for why ſhould every other Lancaſhire barony be guarded 
againſt, which lay oppoſite to this county, and not that at 
Mancheſter? There might as well have been no precaution 


of this ſort at all, as ſuch an opening left into the country 


as this. 


Ir is certain that there has been a caſtle at Stockport, 
the ſite of it (on which ſtands a large beautiful round build- 
ing, lately erected by Sir George Warren) has the name of 
the Caſtle Vard to this day; the plan of the old caſtle walls 
is here exhibited from an accurate menſuration. When 


this was firſt erected, no records remain to ſhew, which is 


an argument of its antiquity. If the hints given by the 
Rev. Mr. Whitaker, are well founded, it is antique indeed.“ 
He has given us a very particular account of a Roman ſtation, 


fixed on the very ground where this caſtle once ſtood. 


Tur town of Stockport, he tells us, appears evidently the 
one common center to three or four very variouſly directed roads

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of the Romans. The High-ſtreet advances to it from Mancheſter, | 
and the Pepper-ftreet haſtens to it from Hanford.* And in the 
pariſh of Aſheton, and near the foot of Staley-bridge is a third 
road, commonly denominated Staley-ftreet for a mile together, 
the main line of which lies pointing clearly from Caſtleſhaw 
to Stockport. Theſe are ſure ſignatures of a Roman ſtation at 
Stockport. This muſt have been fixed upon the fite of the caſtle, 
and the area of the caſtle-bill at Stockport. That is exattly 
fuch a fite as the Romans muſt have inſtantly ſelected for ſuch 
a flation. That is. a ſmall area detached from the level ground 
of the market-place, and connected with it only by an iſthmus. 
The area muſt have been the actual ſite of a caſtle in the earlieſt 
period of the Saxon refidence among us, as the caſtle muſt have 
originally communicated its name to the town, and as both were 
denominated Stock-port, becauſe the former was a port or caſtle

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in @ wood. The area is about half à flatute-acre in extent, 
the fite is ftill incomparably ſtrong in itſelf, and the poſition is 
happily fitted for the ford. The flation muſt have had a fleep of 
an hundred or an hundred and twenty yards in deſcent upon 
three fides of it, and muſt have been guarded by a foſſe acroſs the 
iſthmus. And the Roman road into Eaſt Cheſhire muſt have 


- * I MusT beg leave to ſay, that there never was any Roman tation at Hanford. 
I perſonally attended Mr. Whitaker in making {tri ſearch for one there, without 
the leaſt ſhadow of ſucceſs. What he expected to find there, I afterwards diſ- 
covered in the pariſh of Bowden, and townſhip of Hale in Cheſhire, on a lingula 
between the river Bollin, and a ſmall ſtream called Cotterel's Brook, at a place

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been effeftually commanded by it, that road being obliged, by the 
circling current of the Merſey, to approach very near to the 
caſtle ; and being evinced by the remaining fteepneſs in the other 
parts of the neighbouring banks to have actually advanced up 
to it, and to have actually aſcended the brow in an hollow imme- 
W. beneath the eaſtern fide of it. 


Tur principle which this writer has laid down, that 
where a number of Roman ways did center, a ſtation might 
be found, is certain. What I know of thoſe he has men- 
tioned, is this. The ancient road between Mancheſter and 
Stockport, ſtill preſerves for a long way together, the name 
of High-ſtreet, anſwering to the expreſſion alta via, becauſe, 
as I ſuppoſe, it was thrown up a conſiderable height above the 
level of the ground ; but nothing of this ſort appears at pre- 
ſent, owing to the cultivation which has taken place here; 
and the caſe is the ſame on the ſouthern fide of Stockport, 
where the traces of the road to Buxton are obliterated for 
ſeveral miles, and it is only found by the name of Pepper- 
ſtreet in the townſhip of Bramall, and by that of Street- lane 
in Adlington ; then paſſing through the townſhip of Rainow, 
it goes by the Great Lows, to Saltersford-hall, where it is 
called the Old-gate, from thence by Pym Chair to the head 
of the river Goit, between which places for about two miles 
together it has the name of the Street; and near the ſummit 
of the hill, it is diſtinguiſhed by the appellation of Embridge 


cauſeway, 
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cauſeway, which the country people uſed to think was 
made by the devil. From Goit's head it ſtretches along to 
Cracking Stones, where it has the denomination of the 
Old- road, and from thence (as is evident from the viſible 
- traces of it here and there) it went to Buxton, where, on 
the top of the hill above the Hall in a piece of ground 
called the Hain Cliffs, are the remains of a military ſtation, 
which I doubt not was Roman. 


More might be ſaid, to prove that there was a caſtrum 
at Stockport, in the time of the ancient Romans, but the 
point, I preſume, is ſufficiently eſtabliſhed ; and that a 
fortreſs was maintained there in the Saxon times, the very 
name of the place points out; Mr. Whitaker ſais it was ſo 
called, as being a port or caſtle in a wood. Stoc or Stoke- 
Port may likewiſe fignify the Wooden caſtle, as Stoke 
chapel in Norfolk is interpreted, in Spelman's Tcenia, by 
capella lignea; or Stoke may only mean a place or ſettlement 
in general, as Stoke Curcy, where the Curcies lived, Stoke 
Fleming, the ſeat of the Flemings, Wood-ſtock, the woody 
place; ſo Stokeport the place of the caſtle. But which- 
ſoever of theſe are the right derivation, it plainly has a re- 
ference to the Saxon times, and is not a little confirmed by 
the following very current tradition, that the Danes were 
repulſed here, and great numbers of them flain. This, 
N .icoli in his book De Literis Inventis, * has thus expreſſed,

THE etymology is wrong, becauſe it was not very an- 
ciently written Stopport, but the tradition I doubt not 1s 
right, for the field below the caſtle, called the Park, is full 
of human bones, to a larger extent than would be neceſſary 
for the burying ground of the garriſon. And as Stopport 
does not occur in any very old writings, ſo neither does 
Stopford, though Mr. Whitaker fais, * that the Saxons gave 
it this name from the ſharp, ſteap, flop, or ſteep on either fide 
of the ford. Both theſe names I have reaſon to believe are 
corruptions of Stokport, or Stokeport, as ſome centuries 
ago, I think it was almoſt uniformly written. 


FRoM theſe circumſtances there is ground enough to con- 
clude, that a fortreſs was here, previous to the. Norman 
advent ; and no account can be given that it was then de- 
ſtroyed; it is very probable that it was not; for there is 


expreſs mention of a caſtle here about a century after the 
conqueſt. 


Ix the Hiſtory of king Henry II. by Benedict Abbat of 


Peterborough, + it is ſaid, Hamo de Maſci tenuit (meaning 


®. Þ 145. + Vol. I. p. 55, publiſhed by Hearne, 
contra 
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contra regem) caſtellum de Duneham, caſtellum de Ullerwaa. 
Gaufridus de Coftentin tenuit caſtellum de Stokeporta.* Hamo 
de Maſci, and this Geoffry de Coſtentin, are reckoned by this 
author, | along with Hugh earl of Cheſter, amongſt the 
rebels to the king. This was in 1173. Who this Geoffry 
de Coſtentin was, is uncertain, as alſo whether he held this 
caſtle in his own right, or for the baron of Stockport, or 
even againſt him, by order of the earl of Cheſter; ſo that 
nothing can be collected thence, but that a caſtle did exiſt 
there in the time of the earls of Cheſter and their barons, 
and therefore that it is probable, it was made uſe of in the 
ſame manner as the caſtles at other Cheſhire baronies. 


As to the objection of Sir Peter Leyceſter, that in Dome/- 


day-book we find not any perſon that held Stockport, whereby 
it may ſeem then to be waſte, and not inhabited. It may be 
replied, that even waſte places are mentioned in that ſurvey 
if they were diſtricts ; but Stockport was not the name of a 
diſtrict, but merely of the caſtle, or fortification, erected to 
command the paſſage over the river Merſey, but it cannot be 
expected that this ſhould be found in that ſurvey, when 
it is ſilent about the caſtles of Haulton and Dunham, though 
confeſſedly made baronies by Hugh Lupus.

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In a manuſcript written by the late Dr. Williamſon, the 


barony of Stockport, is ſuppoſed to have belonged originally 
to Ranulph the Dapifer, whoſe name is conjectured to have 


been Spenſer, (anciently written Le Deſpencer,) and whoſe 
family growing into great wealth and favor with the kings of 
England, ſold it to Robert de Stockport about Henry III's 
time, before whoſe reign, he ſais there is little or no men- 
tion of this family. 


Now if the doctor's aſſertions are right, the barony of 
Stockport is as old as the reſt, for this Ranulph was Dapifer 
in the time of Hugh Lupus ; and indeed, this writer ſeems 
not ſo much to diſpute the antiquity of the barony, as its 
having been enjoyed. for any long time by the family of 
Stockport. To diſprove the latter, he quotes a plea between 
Sir Hamon de Maſcy, and the earl of Cheſter, for the 
cuſtody of the lands and heir of Richard de Stockport, 
wherein it was found by inquiſition, taken before Sir 
Reginald de Grey juſtice of Cheſter, in the reign of king 
Henry III. that Richard de Stockport held nothing de dono 
Regis, ſeu de Comite Ceſtriæ, in capite, nor his father 
before him. This Reginald was made juſtice of Cheſter, 
54 Hen. III. or 1270, and continued to the end of that 

reign, which had its period in Nov. 1272. This inquiſition, 
therefore, muſt have been found, between twenty and thirty 
years after the death of John Scot earl of Cheſter, when the 


tenure 
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tenure above-mentioned had ceaſed in that form; and for 
the ſame reaſon it was true alſo of his father Sir Robert, who 
only came to the poſſeſſion of his eſtate in 1240, when John 
Scot had been dead about three years. This proves nothing 
however againſt the antiquity of the barony of Stockport, 
for it is certain, that this Richard's grandfather was baron 
there, in the reign of king Henry III. and it does not appear, 
at what particular time the family firſt enjoyed this honor ; 
ſo that what Camden “ ſais, may be true, that Hugh Lupus 
made N- baron of Stockport, to whom the Warrens of 
Poynton {deſcended from the noble family of the earls of Warren 
and Surrey ſucceeded in right of marriage. So far is certain, 
that if there was an N. baron of Stockport, it muſt have 
been before the time of Sir Robert above-named, for there 
has been none fince which that initial will ſuit, therefore 
they ſeem to be miſtaken, who think this barony was only 
inſtituted about the beginning of the thirteenth century. 


WHETHER' the family of Stokeport of Stokeport enjoyed 
this honor from the firſt, or Sir Robert was the purchaſer 
of it, does not appear. If they exiſted by that name before 
the reign of king Richard I. the memorials concerning 
them are loſt, except we can depend upon the following entry, 
in a M. 8. written by Mr. John Lucas late of Warton pariſh 
in Lancaſhire. Wood Plumpton was anciently the lordſhip of

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Roger Fitz Richard, who married the daughter of Warm 
Buſſel, baron of Penwortham, by whom he had Richard Fitz 
Roger, who was lord alſo of Lythom, where he founded the 
priory of St. Cuthbert. This Richard Fitz Roger married 
Margaret daughter and heireſs of Dunſtan Baniſter, by whom 
he had four daughters cobeireſſes; Matild the eldeſt, who had 


the manor of Wood Plumpton, married Robert baron of Stock- 
port, who died 7 Fohn, 


Tuls, if true, would go near to eſtabliſh the arguments 
in favor of the antiquity of this barony, but not having 
ſeen any authentic evidence to ſupport it, I proceed to give 
an account of the family from more certain information, 
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Six ROBERT DE STOKEPORT, K-. 


E was witneſs to a deed printed in 
"IF the Monaſticon, * by the name of 
Robert de Stokeport; this deed, 
Tanner in his Netitia rightly ob- 
ſerves, was made in the latter end 
of the reign of king Richard I. be- 
cauſe 1 John, who ſucceeded the ſaid king Richard, is 
ſtyled therein, Dominus Fohannes Comes Moreton. Burton 
alſo, in his Deſcription of Leiceſterſhire, + ſais that he found 
by an old deede, that Robert de Stokport gave the manor of 
Appleby Parva in Leiceſterſhire, with the advowſon of the 
church of Great Appleby, to William de Vernon and his heires, 
about the raigne of king Fohn , yeelding yeerely to him and his 
Drier, a 22 ſparrowhauke, or twelve pence at the feaſt day of 
St. Peter ad vincula. This William de 

Vernon, whoſe family had their chief 

ſeat at Haddon in Derbyſhire, and bore 

for arms argent a fret ſable and a canton 

gules, married Margaret daughter of the 
2 above Robert.

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Tris Robert, by the title of Sir Robert, granted to Robert 
de Rumley, in exchange for his land of Rumley, all the 
land, and building, which Henry de Leche held of him in 
Stokeport, and other lands, with the ſerjeantſhip of his fee 
of Stokeport, belonging to his court there ; provided that 
the ſaid Robert and his heirs ſerved him faithfully ; Robert 
de Rumley to have amongſt other things, the herbage of the 
park of Stokeport, unleſs it happened that the ſaid Sir 
Robert de Stokeport, or his heirs, ſhould reſide there; the 
freedom of pannage in the wood of Stokeport, and a robe 
yearly with the reſt of Sir Robert's eſquires. The original 
deed in the hands of Sir George Warren runs thus. Scrant

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Tux expreſſion of having a robe yearly, with the reſt of 
Sir Robert's eſquires, ſhews that this deed was made before 
the death of John Scot, earl of Cheſter, for till his deceaſe 
in 1247, each baron had four eſquires, every eſquire one 
gentleman, and every gentleman one valet attending on him, 
whilſt he paid his devoir to the earl, either in parliament, 
or on any other ſolemn occafion. The robe however here

mentioned, was not ſuch as was worn by the four eſquires 
of his body, but ſuch as became this Robert, as ſerjeant of 
the fee of Stockport; and it is ſaid to be given him with the

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reſt of thoſe eſquires, becauſe this office made him equal to 
an eſquire, the word ſerviens (or ſerjeant) being frequently 
about that time uſed as the next title to a knight. 


Tunis Sir Robert, or his ſon, likewiſe granted by deed 
without date, to Steven de Bradbury, that when the king 


taxed his boroughs and demeſnes, that Steven and his 
heirs, ſhould not be taxed according to the whole eſtate, but 
according to what they had in Stokeport only, and that they 
ſhould not be impleaded for their ſuit of mill to Stokeport, 
except for corn growing or being in Stokeport. 


ABoUT this time, as I take it, Sir Robert de Stokeport 
exempted by deed without date, one Jordan Trafford de 
Bothums, from ſuit of court and mill. This Jordan is in 
another deed without date, called Jordan Trafford of the 
Caſtle Hill of Stokeport. This Trafford's eſtate belonged 
afterwards to the family of Ryle, for Robert Ryle appointed 
by will in 1578, that his body ſhould be buried under his 
form in Stokeport church, belonging to his houſe of Bothums. 
Of this family was Creſcol de Ryle, to whom the prior, and 


convent of Warrington granted that he ſhould be partaker of 
all their merits. 


Bur the moſt remarkable charter of this Sir Robert is the 


following, by which he made the town of Stockport a free 
borough.

THe date of this charter was certainly in the reign of 
king Henry III. The original of it is ſuppoſed to be loſt, 
but ſome very old copies of it remain ; and as it is a great 


curioſity, I ſhall give the Engliſh reader the following tranſ- 
lation of it. 


To all men preſent and to come, who ſhall ſee or hear this 
preſent charter, Sir Robert de Stokeport ſendeth greeting. 
Know ye that I have given, granted, and by this my preſent 
deed confirmed, that the vill of Stokeport ſhall be a free borough, 
according to the charter which ] have obtained from the lord of © 
Cheſhire, (This was the charter of Randle de Blundevill earl 
of Cheſter, to his barons, about 1218, and printed in Sir 
Peter Leyceſter, p. 162.) And that the burgeſſes inhabiting 
therein, ſhall have and enjoy all the liberties under written. 


Firſt, 
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Firſt, that every burgeſs have one perch of land to his manſe, 
and one acre in the field, and that there be paid for every bur- 
gage twelve-pence yearly, for all rents belonging to the ſaid 
| burgage. But if any chief officer of the vill ſhall implead any 
burgeſs of any plea, and the accuſed does not come at the day, 
nor any one for him, within the Portmanimote, he ſhall forfeit 
to me twelve-pence. Alſo if any burgeſs ſhall ſue another bur- 
geſs for a debt, and he acknowledge the. debt, the chief officer 
ſhall fet him a day, viz. the eighth, and if he come not at the 
day, he ſhall pay twelve-pence for the forfeiture of the day, and 
pay the debt, and four-pence to the officer. Alſo if any burgeſs 
ſhall in anger ſtrike or wound another burgeſs, without ſhedding 


of blood, in the borough, he ſhall make his peace by inquiſition of 


the burgeſſes, ſaving my right of twelve-pence, Alſo if any 
ſhall be impleaded in the borough of any plea, he ſhall not an- 
ſwer either burgeſs or my bailiſt, or any other perſon, except in 
the Portmanimote, viz. concerning the pleas which belong to 
the borough. Alſo if any burgeſs, or other perſon, accuſe a 
burgeſs of theft, the chief officer ſhall attach him to anſwer, 
and ſtand judgment thereupon in the Portmanimote, ſaving my 
right, Alſo if any one be impleaded of his neighbor, or of any 


other perſon, of ſuch things as belong to the borough, and ſhall 


proſecute it for three days, if he have witneſs of the chief officer, 
and of. his neighbors, that his adverſary hath made default for 
thoſe three days, he ſhall not give him any other anſwer concern- 


ing that plea, and the other ſhall fall into the amerciament of 
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the lord. Alſo the aforeſaid burgeſſes may chooſe a chief officer 
out of their own body, whom they will, and remove bim at the 
end of the year, by the advice of the lord or bis baihff. Af 
any burgeſs may give, impledge, or ſell his burgage to whomſo- 
ever he will, except to the capital lords, Fews, or religious men, 
but the next heir ſhall be at liberty to buy it, ſaving my right. 
Alſo the burgeſſes may diſtrain their debtors for their debt, in 
the borough, if the debtor acknowledge the debt, unleſs they are 
tenants of the borough. Chattels of burgeſſes ought not to be 
diſtrained for any debts but thoſe of the owner's. Alſo the afore- 
aid burgeſſes, of whomſoever they ſhall buy or ſell, whereſoever 
they ſhall be in the county of Cheſter, either in fairs or in mar- 
Lets, ſhall be quit from toll, except in the Wyches for toll of 
ſalt. Alſo the aforeſaid burgeſſes ought to grind all their corn, 
growing upon their land within the bounds of Stokeport, or corn 
remaining in the vill of Stokeport, at my mill or mills, for the 
ſixteenth diſh, if I have a mill or mills within the divifions of 
Stokeport. Alſo if the aforeſaid burgeſſes will bake bread to 
fell, they ought to bake it at my oven, if I have an oven in the 
vill of Stokeport, and if I have not, let them bake where they 
will, Alſo whoever ſhall break the afſiſe of the vill, either in 
bread or ale, ſhall forfeit to me twelve-pence for three times, 
but the fourth time he ſhall be obliged to keep the afſiſe of the 
vill. The burgeſſes ſhall have common of paſture, and be free in 
wood, in plain, in turbary, in heath, in moors, in paſtures, 
and in all common eaſements belonging to the vill of Stokeport, 


and 
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and be quit of pannage in the wood belonging to the vill of Stoke- 
port. Alſo the aforeſaid burgeſſes ſhall take in a reaſonable way 
from the aforeſaid wood, all their neceſſaries to burn, and build 
with. Alſo any one may be at plea for his wife and family, and 
the wife of any one may pay. her rent to the chief officer, and do 
what ought to be done, and follow the plea for her huſband if he 
happens to be abſent. Alſo a burgeſs, if he have no heir, may 
bequeath his burgage and chattels at his death, whereſoever he 
pleaſes, ſaving my right, viz. of four-pence, and ſaving the 
ſervice belonging to that burgage, fo that it be not alienated to 
religious perſons, or Fews. Alſo when a burgeſs dies, his wife 
ſhall remain in the houſe with the heir,. and ſhall have neceſſaries 
there, ſo long as ſhe is without huſband ; and if ſhe will be mar- 
ried, ſhe ſhall depart freely without dower, and the heir as lord 
ſhall remain in the houſe. Alſo when a burgeſs dies, his heir 
ſhall grve me no other relief but ſuch weapons as theſe, a ſword, 
a bow, or @ lance. No perſon within my land of Stokeport, as 
ſhoe-maker, leather ſeller, dyer, or any ſuch, ſhall exerciſe his 
trade, , unleſs be be within the borough. Alſo the aforeſaid bur- 


gelſes ſhall pay the rent of their burgages at the feaſt of All 


Saints. All the aforeſaid pleas ſhall be determined by the view 
of the burgeſſes, and my bailiff. Whoever ſhall ſell his burgage, 
and depart from the vill, ſhall give me four-pence, and go freely 
wherever he will, with all bis chattels. And I and my heirs, 
all the aforeſaid liberties and cuſtoms, to the aforeſaid burgeſſes 
and their heirs, againſt all nations will for ever warrant,

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ſaving to me and my heirs, reaſonable tallage, when our lord 
the king of England ſhall cauſe his boroughs throughout England 
to be talliated. In witneſs whereof, TI have put my ſeal to this 
preſent writing, theſe being witneſſes, Sir Hugh de Spenſer, 
Sir Hamon de Maſſye, Sir William de Maſſye, Robert de Hyde, 
Geoffry de Chedle, Geoffry de Bromale, Hamon de Bruninton, 
Robert de Godley, Henry de Worthe, and others. 


THis Robert de Stokeport, and Robert his ſon, were 
witneſſes to a charter without date, of John ſon of Henry 
de Offerton, and ſaid to have been written in the Saxon 
character. He was a witneſs likewiſe to a charter of Wil- 
liam de Vernon, to Walter de Vernon his ſon, for homage 


and ſervice, and one penny yearly rent, of all his lands of 
L oſtoke, in the hundred of Maklisfeld. 


RoBERT DE STOKEPORT releaſed, by deed without date, 
to Richard ſon of Hamon de Hedefley, and William ſon of 
William de Offirtun, the ſervice of paying ſuit to his court 
of Stokeport. This alſo is ſaid to have been written in the 
Saxon character, and ſealed with fix lozenges in a triangular 
eſcutcheon on green wax.

Cap. de Stocport, Gilb. de 
Catford. Alſo that Robert de Stocport, and Robert his ſon, 
gave the homage of ſon of Orm with his chattels and 
ſequel, to the ſame.

Still 

different from the above, amongſt ſome 

old portraits of the earls and barons of 

Cheſter, once belonging to the Dones of Utkinton, but now 

to John Arden, Eſq. of Stockport, and put up in the old 

family ſeat at Harden, is the eſcutcheon of N. baron of 

Stockport, whereon are depicted three lozenges two and one, 

each directed to the feſs point of the ſhield ; but I have ſeen no 

other authority for this. One M. S. written about the time 
of Edward VI. is fingular in having the croſſes paty. 


Tunis Sir Robert was a man of very conſiderable property, 
being poſſeſſed, amongſt other eſtates, if not of the whole, 
yet of a great part of Stockport, Poynton, Wydesford, 
Bredbury, Romiley, Wernith, Hatterſley, Wodely, Offer- 
ton, and Etchels, alſo of a capital mefſuage in Cheadle, all 
in Cheſhire ; and of Plumpton, and F orneby in Lancaſhire ;

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which were amply ſufficient to ſupport his dignity as a baron 


of Cheſhire. The perſons of greateſt truſt and authority 
under him, and perhaps his eſquires, were Ardern of 
Harden, --- Bramall of Bramall, - Dokenfield of Portwood, 
and --- Norbury of Norbury, or Hyde of Norbury, a little 

uncertain; for in the reign of king Henry III. Robert de 
Hyde married the couſin and heir of Thomas de Northbury, 
and in her right enjoyed that eſtate. Theſe four, and their 
ſucceſſors, as owners of thoſe eſtates, had the title of Pre- 
poſiti Eccleſie, (or church reeves) at Stockport, as appears 
from a deed, dated 4 Edw. IV. wherein John Warren lord 
of Stockport, William Tabley rector of the church of 
Stockport, John Ardern of Arden, John Davenport of 
Bramall, John Dokenfeld of Portwood, and Hamon Hyde 
of Norbury, Principales Prepofiti of St. Mary of Stoke- 
port, leaſe to Ralph Berwick for twenty one years, a parcel 
of land called St, Mary's Croft, lying between the Shagh 
heath on the north, and the land of Roger Shirt of Shott- 
ſwell on the ſouth, paying twelve pence yearly to the uſe of 
St. Mary of Stokeport. And of this power there are till 
ſome remains, as the preſent owners of the above eſtates are 


called the Poſts of the pariſh, (corrupted from prepoſiti) each 


chuſing one of the four annual church-wardens, and they by + 
cuſtom making up their yearly accounts to them, or ſuch 
of them as happen to be at the meeting appointed for that 
purpoſe. This power ſeems to have been derivative from 


the 
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the lords of the manor, patrons of the church, for they who 
had no eſtates in the town, cannot be ſuppoſed to have had 
any original authority there. 


On the wall dividing the chancel] from Stockport church, 
are five eſcutcheons, ſupported by cherubs; on theſe, it is 
very probable, were the arms of the lord of the manor, and 
his four Prepoſiti, but very unluckily they have been white- 
waſhed over, ſo that nothing is certainly known about them, 
but that it is remembered they had coats of arms painted 
upon them. | 


Tur Cheſhire barons held their lands of the earls in capite, 
by the tenure of ſo many knights fees, more or fewer, ac- 
cording to the quantity and number of townſhips and manors 
which they were poſſeſſed of.“ They were, not only to 
aſſiſt the earl in council, but to adorn his court, and were 
men (ſais Dr. Williamſon in his M. S.) on whoſe fidelity he 
might rely, when either he was beyond ſeas, or in other 
parts of England, as his buſineſs or devotion called him. 
They had each of them their ſeveral courts baron, wherein 
all things were tried, but ſuch as belonged to the dignity of 
the ſword of Cheſter, which were only triable in the earl's 
court. In theſe courts baron, was a ſerviens, or ſerjeant, 
as in the above deed of Sir Robert de Stokeport, where it is

All this was upon the plan of the earls court at Cheſter, 
where there was ſuch another officer. 


TE late Rev. Dr. Gower, who intended to have pub- 
liſhed the Antiquities of Cheſhire, in his ſketch of the 
materials for that work, * has this note, The barons too had 
their free courts for all pleas and ſuits, except thoſe belonging 
to the dignity of the earl's ſword ; and they had power of life 
and death. The laſt inſtance of this power was exerted in the 
perſon of Hugh Stringer, who was tried for murder in the 
baron of Kinderton's court, and executed 1597, 39 Elis. 


FroM this inſtance, it follows that the power of the 
barons did not ceaſe, when the earldom of Cheſter was 
aſſumed by the crown; and indeed the barons themſelves 
appear to have thought ſo, as in the caſe of Hamon de 
Maſſy already mentioned, who being ſued at Cheſter in 1308, 
near eighty years after the death of John Scot, the laſt ear]

of 
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of the line of Hugh Lupus, pleaded that he was one of the 
king's barons, and held his lands of the king in capite, (as 
earl of Cheſter): in barony immediately, and therefore ought 
not to proceed to trial without a jury of knights, and diſ- 
creet men of the county. As they were not diſpoſſeſſed of 
their baronies, nor of their caſtles, which were their capita 
baroniæ, the change in the earldom made no material dif- 
ference to them, except that they were not obliged to attend 
the parliaments in Cheſter ; but they ſtill anſwered the chief 
end of their inſtitution, which was to be the guardians of 
the country, and whilſt they held their lands in capite on 
this account, ſo long, I think, they ought to be looked upon 
as provincial barons, 


THAT they were thus eſteemed, ſeems to follow from the 
above inſtance of the baron of Kinderton, and to ſtrengthen 
the ſame, I ſhall here put down ſome proceedings relating 
to the barony of Stockport, taken from a royal inſpeximus, 
in the time of queen Eliſabeth, now in the hands of Sir 
George Warren. 


Joux WARREN, knight, was ſummoned to anſwer prince 


Arthur the earl of Cheſter, (ſon of king Henry VII.) to ſhew 
cauſe, why he claimed for himſelf, and his heirs, view of 


frankpledge within his manor of Stokport, as alſo infangthief, 


and outfangthief, waif and ſtray, gallows, cart, pillory, and 
Vor. II. Ft cucking- 
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cucking-ſtool {Stipites, tumbrellum, colliſtrigium, & thewe 
which belonged to the ſword and dignity of the ſaid prince, 
as earl of Cheſter? To which he replied, that he claimed 
to have view of frankpledge once in a year, after the feaſt of 
St. Michael the archangel, within his manor of Stokport, 
and that he had at the ſaid view, the amendment of bread 
and beer, amerciaments for ſhedding of blood, and hue and 
cry, and for narrow and obſtructed ways, and for other things 
belonging to the ſaid view, viz. as well at the preſentation 
of his beadle of the ſaid manor, as at the preſentation of 
twelve jurymen appointed by his ſteward. And that his 
beadle ſhall preſent at any court, breaches of peace, and 
bloodſhed, and ſuch as ſhould be found guilty, ſhould be 
puniſhed by amerciaments. He claimed alſo, to puniſh 
delinquents againſt the aſſiſe of bread and beer, and brawlets, 
bakers and brewers for three times, by amerciaments, and 
if they offended the fourth time, he claimed to puniſh bakers 
by pillory, brewers by tumbrel, and brawlers by * the cuck- 
ing-ſtool, or by fine, at the pleaſure of the ſaid John, or the 
ſteward of his manor aforeſaid. For infangthief he claimed, 
that when any thief was taken within his manor aforeſaid, 
with the goods upon him, or apprehended in the fact, a day

punire delinguentes contra aſſiſam panis & cerviſiæ per tres wices per amerciamenta, & 


quarta vice piſtores per pilloriam, braciatores per tumbrellam, & rixatrices per Thewe., 


ſhould 
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ſhould be fixed at the ſuit of the party, within three days 
following, to which court if the proſecutor came, the thief 
ſhould be arraigned, and if he put himſelf upon the inqui- 
ſition of the court, an inquiſition ſhould immediately be 
made, and judgment given thereon ; and if he would not 
put himſelf upon the inquiſition of the court, he ſhould 
forthwith be taken, with the goods found upon him, to the 
caſtle of Cheſter, to be tried ; and if he was found guilty, 
and ought to be hanged, the ſervants of the ſaid John were 
to bring him back to his own proper gallows, and there hang 
bim. For outfangthief, he claimed that when any thief, 
who was a tenant of the ſaid John in his demain and fee, 
was convicted of any felony, for which he ought to be 
. hanged, in whatever court he ſhould be convicted, he ſhould 
be taken by the ſervants of the ſaid Jobn, to his proper gallows, 
and there be hanged. For waif he claimed, that if any beaſt, 
or any goods or chattels were taken by a felon, and waived 
(or left) by the ſaid felon, within the ſaid manor, he might 
convert the ſame to his own uſe. For ſtray he claimed, 
that animals coming from unknown places into the ſaid 
manor, might be detained till proclamation was made, accord- 
ing to the law and cuſtom of the ſaid county, in villages, 
markets and pariſh churches, that ſuch animals were there 
detained ; and if any one, after ſuch proclamation made, 
would claim the ſame, and bring ſufficient proof that they 
were his, within a year and a day, they ſhould be reſtored 
he a 7 WEL Pg 5 0 
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to him, making reaſonable ſatisfaftion; and if no one claimed 
them within a year and a day, they ſhould belong to the ſaid 
John. And theſe liberties and profits, the ſaid John and his 
anceſtors had enjoyed, time immemorial, as appurtenances 
to the ſaid manor. William Grevile, the prince's attorney, 
objecting that the above terms were general, and of doubtful 
ſignification, the following explanation was given; that at 
the day of the above view, he claimed to have amendment 
of bread and beer, amerciaments for ſhedding of blood, and 
hue and cry, and for narrow and obſtructed ways, and for 
bridges not kept in repair, and for fleſh, fiſh, and other 
victuals corrupted, ſold by butchers, fiſhmongers, or other 
victuallers whatſoever. Alſo purpreſture (or incroachments) 
on the king's highway, as well by water as by land.. And 
that his beadle ſhould preſent at any court, breach of peace, 
and homſoken, (or burglary) that ſuch as were found guilty 
in the premiſes, might be puniſhed by amerciaments. And 
he claimed to puniſh offenders againſt the aſſiſe of bread and 
beer, and brawlers, bakers and brewers offending three times, 
by amerciaments, the fourth time to puniſh bakers by 
pillory, brewers by tumbrel, and brawlers by thewe, i. e. 
(fais the record) ponere eas (it extended only to women) ſuper 
quoddam ſcabellum, vocatum a cookynſtoole ; he alſo claim- 
ed to have all amerciaments and fines, for offences preſented 
at the faid view. The next, for the importance thereof, I 
give in the original words. Per infangthief, clamat, quod 
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guandocunque aliquis latro captus fuerit infra manerium ſuum 
de Stokport, cum manuopere, ad ſectam partis perfigatur curia 
infra tres dies ſequentes, ad quam curiam fi appellans verſus 
eum perſequt voluerit, idem latro fic captus, erit arraiatus, & 
i in inquiſitionem curie ſe ponere voluerit, inde ſtatim fiat, & 
ſecundum quod per inquifitionem inveniatur, judicium in eadem 
curia redditum erit. Et fi in inquifitionem ſe ponere noluerit, 
ftlatim mandetur cum manuopere ad caſtrum Ceſtriæ, & ibi ſe- 
cundum legem deliberetur. Et fi convictus fuerit, & ſuſpend: 
debeat, reducatur per miniſtros ipſius Fobannis, uſque ad furcas 
ſuas proprias, & ibi ſuſpendatur. Per outfangthief, clamat, 
quod quando aliquis latro, qui fit homo vel tenens ipfius Fohannis, 
de manerio ſuo de Stokport predict. de aliqua felonia convictus 
fuerit, pro qua ſuſpend debeat, in quacunque curia idem felo fic 
convictus fuerit, ducatur per miniſtros iþfius Fobannis, uſque ad 
furcas ſuas proprias, & ibi ſuſpendatur. For waif and ſtray 
his claim was as above. Nothing was found for the prince. 


Tuksg proceedings muſt have been between the year 
1489, when prince Arthur was created earl of Cheſter, and 
I502, When he died; and the points in queſtion, being 
plainly the remains of the baronial power in Cheſhire, ſhew 
that this power did not drop when the crown ſeiſed the 
earldom, but was continued through a long courſe of years, 
and only declined with that of all the barons in England.

222 BARONS OF STOKEPORT. 


IT is now four hundred and fifty years, ſince the family 
of Warren firſt enjoyed this honor, ſo that lord Vernon 
baron of Kinderton, (as he is commonly called) is not ſo 
ſingularly peerleſs, as the author of the Sketch of the Ma- 
terials for a new Hiſtory of Cheſhire, * has made him, for 
it ſeems that he is only a lineal deſcendant, by the female 
fide, from Peter Venables baron of Kinderton, who died 
without iſſue male, towards the concluſion of the laſt cen- 
tury, but Sir George Warren is, by an uninterrupted ſuc- 
ceſſion, the direct lineal deſcendant of Sir Edward Warren, 
who by marriage procured the title of baron of Stockport, 
to his family, about the year 1332. 


SIR Robert de Stokeport died, according to Vincent's 
Cheſhire, 23 Hen, III. 1239, 1 leaving a widow of the name 
of Roeſia, who was remarried to one Alexander Baumvyle, 
by whom ſhe had Thomas, who married Hawiſs daughter of 
Robert de Winnington, as by the following extract from a 
deed without date, Ego Alexander de Baumvyle & Ryſe uxor 
mea dedimus Tho. filio noſtro primogenito et Hawiſie filie Roberti 
de Wynnington terras in villa de parva Stretton, &c. The ſeal

In 1260, Edward, ſtiling himſelf eldeſt ſon of the king 
of England, being earl of Cheſter, granted to this Robert de 
Stokeport, a market at Stokeport, upon Friday, and a fair 
yearly on St. Wilfred's day, and ſeven days after, with all 
liberties and free cuſtoms to the ſame belonging. The 


charter was dated Sept. 6, 44 Hen. III.“
